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It  had  been  ascertained  that  a  number  of  firms  carrying  on 
business  as  general  dealers  in  Johannesburg  and  Pretoria 
were  selling  medicines  containing  poison  without  being, 
licensed  to  do  so ;  and  that  licences  had  been  granted  to  a 
number  of  general  dealers  carrying  on  business  in  towns 
to  sell  patent  and  Dutch  medicines,  although  a  circular 
letter  had  been  issued  by  the  Law  Department  in  1906  re- 
questing magistrates  not  to  grant  such  licences  where  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  chemists  were  established  at  convenient 
centres  to  satisfy  local  requirements.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  a  considerable  rearrangement  of  magisterial  appoint- 
ments throughout  the  Transvaal  had  recently  been  effected 
the  Board  decided  that  the  tune  was  opportune  to  request 
the  Attorney-General  again  to  remind  magistrates  of  the 
terms  of  the  1906  circular  letter.  It  was  also  decided  to 
address  letters  of  warning  to -firms  known  to  the  Board  to 
be  selling  poisons  illegally. — A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Colonial  Secretary's  Office  requesting  the  views  of 
the  Board  on  the  subject  of  a  letter  received  from  the 
agents  of  a  proprietary-medicine  company,  inquiring 
whether  it  was  permissible  for  holders  of  Kaffir  store- 
licences  to  sell  medicines  which  were  non-spirituous  and 
■compounded  solely  from  herbs.  It  was  decided  to  reply 
that  there  was  no  information  before  the  Board  as  to 
whether  the  medicines  in  question  were  free  from  poison, 
but  if  they  were,  the  reply  would  be  in  the  affirmative. 
Permits  to  import  opium  recommended  during  the  preceding 
month  were  confirmed. — The  following  chemists  and  drug- 
gists of  Great  Britain  were  admitted  to  practise  in  the 
Transvaal  :  T.  Forrester.  A.  H.  Stewart,  W.  Maxwell, 
W.  H.  Nichols,  and  J.  Lloyd  Eoberts. 


College  Notes. 


Bath  College  of  Pharmacy.  —Mr.  H.  A.  Wynn  obtained  the 
highest  aggregate,  and  gained  the  silver  medal,  at  the  recent 
terminal  examinations  of  the  College. 

Glasgow  School  of  Pharmacy. — The  students,  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Lothian  and  Mr.  Fenton,  visited  the  Provan  Gas- 
works of  the  Glasgow  Corporation  on  December  18.  The 
party  first  inspected  the  miniature  gas-plant  and  laboratory, 
in  which  the  gas  from  one-hundredth  of  a  ton  of  coal  is 
measured,  tested  photometrically,  and  calorimetrically,  and 
finally  analysed.  A  propos  of  Dott  and  Dougall's  paper  last 
week,  it  was  stated  that  practically  no  sulphur  compounds  arc- 
present  in  the  Glasgow  gas,  as  the  old  lime  method  of 
purification  is  adhered  to.  The  party  next  witnessed  the 
mechanical  firing  and  discharging  of  the  retorts,  and  also 
visited  the  ammonia  and  cyanide  scrubbers.  The  engine- 
rooms  closed  the  round  :  they  are  fitted  with  Parson's  turbines 
working  at  8,000  revolutions  a  minute,  which  can  drive  the  gas 
to  any  part  of  the  city.  The  kind  attention  paid  to  the 
visitors  and  the  detailed  explanations  were  highly  appre- 
ciated.

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was  passed  by  the  House 
of  Lords  on  December  18,  and  received  the  King's  assent  on 
Monday  (p.  966). 

The  Act  is  printed  on  pp.  967-8,  and  the  Schedule  of 
Poisons  (arranged  for  exposing  in  the  shop)  on  p.  969. 

The  Act  Comes  into  Force  on  April  1,  1909.  The  follow 
ing  are,  in  brief,  the  new  provisions  contained  in  it : 

The  Existing  Schedule  of  Poisons  in  Great  Britain  is 
repealed,  and  replaced  by  another  containing  several  articles 
not  hitherto  scheduled,  and  the  new  principle  that  all  pre- 
parations or  admixtures  of  scheduled  poisons  and  those  under 
certain  strengths  which  are  not  specially  exempt  are  in 
Part  II.  if  not  in  Part  I. 

In  Great  Britain"  and  Irela*hd  substances  containing 
arsenic,  tobacco,  or  the  alkaloids  of  tobacco  for  specified  agri- 
cultural and  horticultuj^-pu^poses-Hiay  be  sold  by  licensed 
persons  under  Part  I.  or  Arsenic  Act  conditions  and  regula- 
tions to  be  issued  by  the  Privy  Council,  chemists  and  druggists, 
retaining  their  present  right  to  sell  (p.  967  and  p.  969,  Sec- 
tion 2). 

Sulphuric  Acid,  nitric  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  and  soluble 
oxalates  can  only  be  sold  when  labelled  as  directed  by  the  Act 
(p.  967,  Section  5),  but  the  Irish  provision  as  to  oxalates  is 
not  repealed  (p.  969). 

Every  Premises  in  Great  Britain  wherein  the  business  of 
pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  is  carried 
on  must  be  bona-fide  managed  by  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  chemist  and  druggist  as  the  case  may  be  (p.  968,  Section  3 
[!])• 

The  Business  of  deceased  chemists  may  be  continued  on 
the  same  condition  (p.  968,  Section  3  [2]). 

Registered  Chemists  and  Druggists  in  Great  Britain  may 
take  use  or  exhibit  the  title  "  pharmacist "  without  incurring 
a  penalty.  The  sub-section  does  not  give  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  power  to  grant  such  persons  certificates  as  pharmacists 
(p.  968,  Section  3  [3]). 

Companies  (i.e.,  bodies  corporate)  and  firms  in  Scotland 
may  only  carry  on  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  chemist  and  druggist  if  a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  chemist  and  drugsrist  is  superintendent  controlling  the 
keeping,  retailing,  and  dispensing  of  poisons,  and  each  shop 
is  managed  by  a  registered  chemist  (p.  968,  Section  3  [4]). 

Companies  and  firms  in  Scotland  may  not  use  the  title  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  pharmaceutist,  and  pharmacist,  and  if  they 
use  the  title  chemist  and  druggist,  or  its  equivalent,  the  super- 
intendent must  have  a  seat  on  the  Board  (p.  968,  Section  3 
[4]  b). 

The  Superintendents  of  Companies  must  be  registered  as 
such  by  the  Registrar  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  com- 
panies are  made  liable  like  persons  for  offences  against  the 
Acts. 

Wherever  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  drug- 
gist manages  a  shop  in  accordance  with  Section  3  his  certifi- 
cate of  qualification  and  name  must  be  conspicuously  exhibited 
in  the  premises  (p.  968). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  given  power  to  divide  the 
qualifying  examination,  and  to  ensure  preliminary  practical 
training ;  also  to  accept  Colonial  and  certain  other  diplomas 
(p.  968,  Section  4). 

The  privileges  of  the  widows'  clause  are  extended  to  chemists 
and  drucgists  and  registered  druggists  in  Ireland  (p.  968, 
Section  7). 

We  deal  generally  with  the  events  which  led  up  to  the 
enactment,  and  give  an  idea  of  what  its  worth  may  be  in  an 
article  beginning  on  p.  972. 

A  Number  of  Problems  have  already  been  submitted  to  us, 
and  we  reply  to  them  on  pp.  981-2. 

"  Xrayser  "  writes  piquantly  in  regard  to  the  Act  (p.  971), 
and  Mr.  Granville  Shaw  and  our  Poet  contribute  a  scene 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Pantomime  which  is  quite  topical 
(p.  970). 


Although  business  has  slackened  down  in  view  of  the 
holidays,  there  is  a  steady  tone  with  several  articles  tending 
firmer.  Codeine,  as  was  anticipated,  is  dearer,  and  an 
advance  of  about  4s.  has  taken  place  in  milk-sugar.  Cod-liver 
oil  is  firmer  and  santonin  is  very  firm.  Crude  Chinese  cam- 
phor and  quicksilver  "seconds"  are  easier  (p.  979).

Qualitative  Analysis. 

AMIXTUEE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Monday, 
January  4,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  following 
day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Friday, 
January  15.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
ssential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Note. — The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the 
third  exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  cur- 
rent winter  session.  The  usual  monthly  first  and  second 
prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to 
apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the 
Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested 
on  their  reports.  Students  who  adopt  a  nom  de  plume 
must  adhere  to  it  throughout  the  tournament. 

Reports. 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  November  25  con- 
tained three  parts  by  weight  of  potassium  bromide,  one 
part  of  potassium  nitrate,  and  one  part  of  potassium  di- 
•  hydrogen  phosphate.     The  calculated  composition  of  such 
a  mixture  is  :

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurity,  a  small  quantity 
of  potassium  chloride. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  sixty-seven 
students,  and  thirty-seven  reports  were  sent  in  tor  exami- 
nation. All  of  our  correspondents  recognised  the  presence 
of  potassium.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  acidic 
radicals  were  :  Hydrobromic,  2 ;  nitric,  8 ;  phosphoric,  7. 
Sevepteen  students  did  not  report  the  presence  of  the 
small  quantity  of  chloride. 

The  large  proportion  of  high  scores  attained  this  month 
would  appear  to  indicate  that  students  found  the  exercise 
simpler  in  character  than  usual.  The  ready  solubility  of 
the  powder  in  cold  water,  and  the  fact  that  it  contained 
only  one  metallic  radical,  were  elements  of  simplicity,  while 
the  identification  of  the  acidic  radicals  present  in  consider- 
able proportion  did  not  constitute  any  formidable  difficulty. 
The  slightly  deliquescent  nature  of  the  mixture  brought 


out  one  or  two  complaints,  but  it  does  not  seem  to  have 
interfered  to  any  great  extent  with  the  analytical  opera- 
tions of  many  correspondents.  When  despatched,  the 
powder  was  dry,  and  we  found  that  the  material  contained 
in  a  packet  similar  to  those  sent  to  students  was  still  quite 
capable  of  being  manipulated  easily,  and  with  exceedingly 
little  loss,  after  the  packet  had  been  exposed  to  the  air 
for  five  days.  [After  a  month  a  "  salt"  in  our  possession 
can  still  be  shaken  out  of  the  envelope. — Editor  67.  dk  D.~\ 
The  detection  of  the  small  quantity  of  chloride  demanded 
exceptionally  careful  manipulation,  and  of  the  twenty 
students  who  reported  the  presence  of  a  chloride,  we  are 
satisfied  that  not  more  than  three  had  obtained  fully  satis- 
factory evidence  in  support  of  the  conclusion  at  which  they 
arrived.  Nearly  all  of  the  twenty  relied  on  the  behaviour 
of  the  6ilver-nitrate  precipitate  (consisting  of  silver  bromide 
with  traces  of  silver  chloride)  towards  l-in-20  ammonia 
solution,  and  if  they  found  that  this  reagent  had  dissolved 
any  part  of  the  precipitate,  they  considered  that  the  dis- 
solved part  consisted  of  silver  chloride.  In  this  column 
we  keep  up  a  perennial  fight  with  this  fallacious  and  mis- 
leading test,  and  endeavour  to  induce  students  to  abandon 
it  altogether.  It  is  wholly  worthless  in  all  delicate 
analytical  work,  since  silver  bromide  is  quite  appreciably 
soluble  in  l-in-20  ammonia  solution,  and  the  dissolved  part, 
on  re-precipitation,  is  quite  commonly  mistaken  for  silver 
chloride.  Some  students  tested  for  chloride  by  means  of 
the  reaction  which  depends  upon  the  formation  of  chromyl 
chloride.  Two  succeeded  in  proving  its  presence  while  a 
number  failed,  the  explanation  of  the  failures  apparently 
being  that  under  some  circumstances  chromyl  chloride  is 
not  formed  at  all.  If  a  positive  reaction  is  obtained,  the 
presence  of  a  chloride  may  safely  be  assumed,  but  a  nega- 
tive result  does  not  justify  the  conclusion  that  chloride  in 
small  quantity  may  not  be  present.  A  delicate  separation 
of  bromide  from  chloride  by  means  of  potassium  permanga- 
nate is  not  attainable. 

In  searching  for  a  nitrate,  few  students  were  careful 
either  to  prepare  a  solution  free  from  bromide  prior  to 
applying  the  usual  ferrous-sulphate  and  sulphuric-acid  test, 
or  to  apply  a  test  with  which  the  large  proportion  of  bro- 
mide did  not  interfere.  Hence,  although  a  nitrate  was  re- 
ported present  by  about  80  per  cent,  of  our  correspondents, 
only  a  very  small  number  adduced  wholly  convincing  proof 
of  its  presence.  The  liberation  of  bromine  interfered 
seriously  with  the  "  ring  "  test  except  irrthe  hands  of  those 
who  had  previously  removed  the  bromine  (whether  in  the 
form  of  silver  bromide  or  otherwise).  A  few  students 
observed  a  slight  deflagration  on  heating  the  powder  on 
charcoal,  and  recalled  this  in  support  of  their  conclusion  that 
a  nitrate  was  present,  while  others  first  proved  ammonium 
salts  to  be  absent  from  the  original  powder  and  then  proved 
the  liberation  of  ammonia  after  means  had  been  applied  to 
reduce  any  nitrate  to  an  ammonium  salt. 

The  failure  of  some  students  to  detect  the  phosphoric- 
acid  radical  is  difficult  to  understand,  since  this  is  usually 
one  of  the  most  easily  recognisable  radicals.  A  number  of 
students,  and  among  them  several  who  had  detected  the 
phosphate,  reported  that  the  aqueous  solution  of  the  powder 
did  not  give  any  precipitate  with  calcium  chloride,  whereas 
we  obtained,  as  would  be  expected,  an  immediate  precipi- 
tate of  calcium  phosphate.  This  discrepancy  we  are  not 
able  to  explain.  The  fact  that  several  students  who  knew 
that  the  powder  was  wholly  soluble  in  water,  that  it  con- 
tained the  phosphoric-acid  radical,  and  that  it  did  not  yield 
any  precipitate  on  the  addition  of  ammonia,  still  went 
through  the  formality  of  testing  for  the  metals  of  the  barium 
and  magnesium  groups,  indicates  that  they  have  scarcely 
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realised  the  kind  of  conclusions  to  which  a  consideration 
of  the  observed  analytical  facts  might  reasonably  have  been 
•expected  to  lead  them. 

This  month's  powder  was  of  a  much  less  bulky  description 
than  usual,  100  grams  only  about  half-filling  a  bottle  in- 
tended to  contain  100  grams  of  an  average  powder.  Probably 
this  fact,  along  with  the  slight  deliquescence,  is  the  chief 
Teason  for  one  or  two  remarks  regarding  the  quantity  of 
material  supplied  for  analysis.  One  correspondent, 
•obviously  without  the  aid  of  a  balance,  estimated  the 
15  grains  with  which  he  was  supplied  at  "  from  3  to  5 
grains."

To  Correspondents. 

J.  Puddepha. — When  alkali  metals  only  are  present  along 
with  the  acid  radical  of  the  phosphates,  the  usual  phosphate 
separation  is  unnecessary. 

Polychrest. — The  'fact  that  the  powder  was  deliquescent 
could  hardly  be  an  indication  of  the  absence  of  salts  which  do 
not  deliquesce.  Ammonium  salts  might  have  been  pjesent, 
although  no  odour  of  ammonia  was  perceptible  on  heating  the 
powder  in  a  dry-test  tube.  Ammonium  nitrate,  for  example, 
does  not  yield  ammonia  on  heating. 

Siliqua,  W.  E.  T.,  and  Others.— When  calcium  chloride  was 
added  to  a  solution  of  the  powder,  a  precipitate  of  calcium 
phosphate  was  produced,  so  that  your  reported  "  no  precipi- 
tate" requires  explanation. 

Ager. — In  testing  for  an  arsenate  by  means  of  hydrogen 
sulphide,  in  a  solution  which  gives  a  yellow  precipitate  with 
ammonium  molybdate,  but  which  does  not  give  any  precipitate 
with  hydrogen  sulphide  in  the  cold  in  presence  of  hydrochloric 
acid,  a  preliminary  reduction  by  aid  of  sodium  sulphite  mav 
with  much  savina:  of  time  be  superseded  by  the  employment  of 
sodium  thiosulphate.  A  solution  of  an  arsenate  to  which 
hvdrochloric  acid  and  bvdrogen  sulphide  have  been  added 
yields  an  immediate  yellow  precipitate  in  the  cold  on  the 
addition  of  sodium  thiosulphate,  or  the  thiosulphate  may  be 
added  first  and  the  other  reagents  afterwards.  This  test  -'s  not 
so  well  known  as,  on  account  of  its  excellence,  it  deserves  to 
be.  We  were  not  able  to  obtain  the  blowpipe  reactions  on  the 
aluminium  plate  which  you  describe. 

Dttorts. — The  fumes  evolved  when  tne  powder  was  warmed 
in  a  tube  with  sulphuric  acid  were  not  by  any  means  neutral 
to  litmus.  , 

Carnotier.— The  precipitate  which  you  took  for  zinc  sul- 


phide may  have  consisted  of  sulphur  deposited  from  ammo- 
nium hydrosulphide  on  oxidation.  Boiling  the  powder  with 
sodium  carbonate  should  not  have  produced  any  precipitate, 
and  filtration  should  therefore  have  been  unnecessary. 

Rainow. — The  precipitate  you  supposed  to  be  ammonium 
magnesium  phosphate  may  have  resulted  from  the  use  of  tap- 
water,  or  it  may  have  been  produced  by  the  interaction  of 
sodium  phosphate  with  undiluted  ammonia  solution.  On 
treating  the  silver-nitrate  precipitate  with  l-in-20  ammonia 
solution,  silver  bromide  in  small  quantity  was  certain  to  pass 
into  the  percolate. 

T.  G.  Nop.thwood. — We  think  the  precipitates  which  led 
you  to  conclude  that  aluminum  and  magnesium  were  present 
in  the  powder  were  due  to  the  use  of  tap-water.  Use  distilled 
water  in  all  cases  where  delicate  analytical  work  is  concerned. 

Adac. — It  was  superfluous  to  test  for  barium-group  metals 
and  for  magnesium  under  the  conditions  about  which  you  in- 
quire :  see  the  general  remarks.  Your  tests  did  not  prove 
either  the  presence  or  the  absence  of  a  chloride. 

Si'ROPhanthin. — Ammonium  salts  must  be  tested  for  in  the 
original  powder,  not  in  a  residue  obtained  by  evaporating  a 
solution  to  which  ammonia  and  ammonium  salts  have  been 
added.    Read  also  the  reply  to  "  Ager." 

Castoreum. — Your  solution  of  ammonium  molybdate,  or 
your  mode  of  applying  it,  requires  attention. 

Zero. — The  formation  of  a  white  precipitate  when  the  re- 
agents for  Carnot's  test  for  potassium  are  mixed  is  nearly 
always  due  to  the  bismuth-nitrate  solution  being,  too  concen- 
trated, and  it  interferes  very  seriously  with  the.  delicacy  of  the 
test.  The  white  precipitate  consists  of  bismuth  oxynitrate. 
A  bismuth  solution  which  is  wholly  satisfactory  may  be  pre- 
pared by  dissolving  1  gram  of  bismuth  oxynitrate  in  7  c.c.  of 
concentrated  nitric  acid  and  adding  50  c.c.  of  water.  A  suit- 
able solution  of  sodium  thiosulphate  is  obtained  by  dissolving 
1  part  by  weight  of  the  salt  in  15  to  20  of  water.  You  will 
perceive  that  the  powder  did  not  contain  a  hypophosphite. 

R.  V.  W. — Nessler's  reagent  is  a  valuable  test  for  minute 
quantities  of  ammonia,  but  is  not  appropriate  when  am- 
monium salts  in  considerable  quantity  may  be  present :  if  you 
try  a  few  experiments  with  concentrated  and  with  highly 
diluted  solutions  of  ammonium  salts,  you  will  easily  find  out 
why. 

F.  A.  P. — The  borax-bead  reactions  which  ied  you  to  report 
the  presence  of  nickel  seem  to  have  been  due  to  an  insuffi- 
ciently cleansed  platinum  wire.  We  could  not  obtain  any 
reaction  resembling  that  given  by  citrates  when  applying 
Deniges'  test.  Analysts  may  be  called  upon  to  examine  quan- 
tities of  substances  much  smaller  than  that  supplied  to  you 
for  analysis.  We  have  commented  frequently  on  the  remarks 
made  by  students  regarding  the  quantity  of  the  powders  sent 
out  to  applicants,  but  see,  especially,  the  article  in  the 
C.  &  D.  for  August  31,  1907,  p.  360. 

W.  G.  R.  and  N.  R. — We  cannot  do  better  than  suggest 
that  you  prepare  for  yourselves  mixtures  in  imitation  of  this 
month's  exercise,  and  practise  upon  them  until  you  can  recog- 
nise with  facility  the  presence  of  each  constituent,  and  can 
prove  the  absence  of  other  constituents. 

A.  F.  M. — Your  failure  to  detect  the  phosphate  is  remark- 
able, since  you  report  tests  which  ought  to  have  revealed  its 
presence. 

Beaker. — The  employment  of  sodium  carbonate  in  prepar- 
ing a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals  was  quite  super- 
fluous in  the  present  instance. 

Boiling-point. — In  order  to  obtain  ammonium  molybdate 
as  a  sensitive  reagent,  a  solution  should  be  prepared  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  directions  to  be  found  in.  most  of  the 
larger  text-books  of  qualitative  analysis.  Read  also  the  reply 
to  "  Ager." 

Turmeric. — The  test  for  chloride  which  you  applied  is  one 
that  may  be  relied  upon  to  indicate  its  presence  when  only 
exceedingly  small  quantities  are  present  along  with  much 
bromide.  It  is  comparatively  little  used,  and  was  not  applied 
by  any  other  correspondent,  although  it  has  been  referred  to 
in  this  column  on  several  occasions. 

From  a  London  Subscriber  (78/39). — "  I  find  that  I  shall 
have  to  take  the  C.  &  T).  again  in  order  to  keep  thoroughly 
conversant  with  trade  matters.

ber 14.  The  proceeds  are  in  aid  of  the  "Ada  Leigh" 
Homes  for  English-speaking  Girls  in  Paris. 

Mr.  Percy  H.  Gamber,  chemist  and  druggist,  York 
Road,  West  Hartlepool,  was  one  of  the  plaintiffs  in  a 
series  of  actions  against  the  Provincial  Homes  Invest- 
ment Co.,  Ltd.,  Manchester,  at  the  Manchester  County 
Court,  last  week.  He  sued  for  the  return  of  50Z.  paid  as 
premiums  to  the  company. 

At  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  December  18,  Jacob 
L.  Nanos  (30),  salesman,  Hackney,  N.,  and  Isaac  L.  Nanos 
(27),  baker,  Holland  Park,  W.,  Dutch  subjects,  were  fined 
%bl.  each  for  harbouring  un- Customed  saccharin.  The 
saccharin  was  found  in  a  number  of  tins,  containing  about 
24  lb.,  which  were  concealed  in  a  linen-cupboard. 

At  West  Hame  Police  Court  on  December  21,  William 
Bye  (30),  a  coal  porter,  was  committed  for  trial  for  in- 
flicting serious  injuries  on  Mr.  Alfred  J.  Hopkinson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  342  High  Street,  Stratford.  The 
accused  had  gone  into  Mr.  Hopkinson's  shop  at  half-past 
eleven  last  Saturday  night,  and  after  making  a  purchase  was 
leaving  the  shop  when  Mr.  Astbury,  a  tailor's  foreman,  came 
in,  whereupon  Bye  asked  "Who  is  chucker-out  here?" 
Astbury,  thinking  the  question  was  asked  in  fun,  said,  "  I 
am,"  when  the  accused  took  hold  of  him  and  pushed  him  out 
of  the  shop.  Afterwards  the  accused  came  back  and  dealt 
Mr.  Hopkinson  a  terrific  blow  on  the  jaw. 

Departmental  Committees. 

The  Home  Secretary  has  also  appointed  a  Departmental 
Committee  to  inquire  into  the  law  relating  to  coroners 
and  coroners'  inquests,  and  into  the  practice  in  coroners' 
courts.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  is  Sir  Mackenzie 
Chalmers,  K.C.B.,  C.S.I.,  and  the  other  members  are 
Sir  Malcolm  Morris,  K.C.V.O.,  F.R.C.S.,  Sir  Horatio 
Shephard,  Mr.  T.  A.  Bramedon,  M.P.,  and  Dr.  William  H. 
Willcox.  The  Secretary  to  the  Committee  is  Mr.  J.  F. 
Moylan,  of  the  Home  Office. 

The  Home  Secretary  has  appointed  a  Departmental 
Committee  (as  foreshadowed  in  the  C.  <t  D.,  December  19, 
p.  924)  to  inquire  into  the  regulations  of  petroleum  spirit. 
The  Committee  comprises  Sir  Henry  Cunynghame,  K.C.B. 
(chairman),  ftir  Boverton  Redwood,  D.Sc,  F.R.S.E.,  Major 
Cooper  Key,  his  Majesty's  Chief  Inspector  of  Explosives, 
and  Mr.  James  Ollis,  Chief  Officer,  Public  Control  Depart- 
ment, London  County  Council.  The  Secretary  to  the  Com- 
mittee is  Major  T.  H.  Crozier,  the  Home  Office,  Whitehall, 
S.W. 

Census  of  Production. 
The  Census  of  Production  Office  has  issued  a  supple- 
mentary schedule  ( W  68)  relating  to  the  drug,  fine-chemicals, 
and  perfumery  trades  which  is  addressed  to  occupiers  of 
workshops,  whereas  the  previous  schedule  (F  68)  was  ad- 
dressed to  occupiers  of  factories.  The  schedules  cover 
toilet-soap,  fine  and  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  drugs  and 
galenical  preparations,  patent  medicines,  prepared  foods, 
perfumery  and  toilet-preparations  (except  perfumed  spirit 
and  toilet-soap),  and  "  all  other  products, '  which  items  were 
enumerated  in  the  previous  schedule  given  in  our  issue  of 
November  7  (p.  720),  the  only  difference  being  that  the 
chemicals  specifically  named  in  the  first  schedule  are  now 
covered  by  the  term  "  all  other  products."  In  all  cases  the 
net  selling-value  is  required,  also  the  estimated  aggregate 
cost  of  purchased  materials,  fuel,  light,  and  packing- 
materials  used  in  the  year.  The  number  of  wage-earners 
and  salaried  persons,  and  the  number  of  days  worked,  is 
also  required. 


Auction  of  a  Pharmacy. 

The  contents  of  the  shop  at  Church  Street,  Twicken- 
ham until  recently  occupied  by  Mr.  G.  G.  Andrews 
were  offered  for  sale  by  public  auction  on  December  21, 
by  order  of  the  Official  Receiver.  The  somewhat 
limited  accommodation  was  crowded  with  prospective 
buyers,  and  moderate  prices,  in  comparison  with  similar 
sales,  were  obtained.  We  give  particulars  of  a  few  :  Five 
dozen  assorted  tooth-brushes  sold,  after  a  spirited  contest, 
for  12s.  ;  twenty  bottles  of  mixed  perfumes  fetched  10s.  ; 
while  twenty-six  shaving-brushes,  with  two  strops,  brought 
lis. ;  56  lb.  of  starch  powder  and  56  lb.  of  Epsom  salt 
realised  6s.;  six  dozen  twopenny  soaps  sold  for  6s.,  but 
three  gross  of  Is.  size  gold  paint,  quite  new,  went  for  11.  Is. 
A  Thames  Valley  chemist  obtained  one  of  the  best  bargains 
in  an  optician's  new  mahogany  trial-case  with  twenty-four 
pairs  each  of  convex  and  concave  lenses  and  also  a  supply 
of  prisms  and  a  double  trial- frame;  the  lot  was  knocked 
down  for  15s.  The  almost  new  and  modern  mahogany 
shop-fittings,  with  six  sets  of  drug-drawers,  wall-cases, 
counters,  and  shelving,  realised  in  the  aggregate  24Z.  5s. 

Analysts'  Affairs. 

Mr.  Percy  G.  Sanford,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  has  been  appointed 
additional  borough  analyst  by  the  Croydon  Town  Council. 

Mr.  Arnold  R.  Tankard,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  has  been  recom- 
mended by  the  Sanitary  Committee  out  of  twenty-two  can- 
didate^ for  the  appointment  of  public  analyst  for  Kingston- 
upon^Iull,  at  a  salary  of  350Z.  per  annum.  Mr.  Tankard, 
who  is  at  present  chief  assistant  to  Mr.  G.  R.  Thompson, 
public  analyst  for  Monmouthshire,  was  trained  in  the 
laboratory  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  of  Sheffield. 

The  analyst  for  the  Middlesex  County  Council  found  that 
of  samples  of  camphorated  oil,  potassium  iodide,  and  seid- 
litz  powder  taken  during  the  quarter,  the  camphorated  oil 
was  15.68  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor.  The  following 
samples  were  taken  informally  :  Arrowroot  (20),  cream  of 
tartar  (7),  glycerin  (5),  carbonate  of  magnesia  (1),  cam- 
phorated oil  (11),  castor  oil  (3),  eucalyptus  oil  (2),  olive 
oil  (7),  compound  liquorice  powder  (4).  seidlitz  powder  (23), 
vaseline  (1),  prescriptions  (14).  Of  these,  four  samples  of 
camphorated  oil  were  respectively  15,  16.8.  50,  and  85  per 
cent,  deficient  in  camphor,  and  one  of  the  prescriptions 
contained  an  excessive  amount  (25  per  cent.)  of  potassium 
iodide.

Workhouse  Drug-supplies. 

The  Louth  Guardians  on  December  15  considered  a  sug- 
gestion from  the  medical  officer  (Dr.  Laughton)  that  the 
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Board  should  supply  the  drugs  and  sundries  needed  for  the 
workhouse.  The  doctor's  salary  was  stated  to  work  out  at 
2.s.  5!jd.  a  day,  and  out  of  this  he  had  to  supply  four  bottles 
of  medicine,  for  each  of  which  the  chemist  would  charge  6<7. 
at  contract  price,  so  that  he  only  received  b^d.  for  his  half- 
hour's  services,  and  he  was  bound  to  hold  himself  available 
for  the  remaining  twenty-three  and  a  half  hours  of  the  day. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee. 

The  East  Stonehouse  Guardians,  at  their  meeting  on 
December  17,  considered  the  offer  of  five  local  chemists 
to  supply  drugs  at  the  same  prices  as  any  wholesale  firm  of 
repute,  by  which  the  Guardians  would  save  the  costs  of 
carriage  of  the  drugs  and  the  return  of  packages.  The 
Master  remarked  that  the  Guardians  only  paid  for  the 
return  of  "  empties,"  and  Mr.  Bishop  said  an  assurance 
should  be  given  that  the  drugs  would  be  of  the  same  quality, 
and  as  cheap,  as  the  present  supply.  After  considerable 
discussion  the  matter  was  deferred  for  a  week,  so  that 
price-lists  may  be  compared. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Mr.  Marshall  Freeman  read  a  paper  on  "  Some  Suggested 
Amendments  of  the  Law  of  Bankruptcy  "  before  the  Society 
of  Chartered  Accountants  last  week. 

As  a  sign  of  the  pushful  times  it  is  stated  that  20,000?. 
has  been  spent  on  shop-fronts  in  New  Street  and  Corpora- 
tion Street  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

In  conversation  with  a  busy  and  very  prosperous  chemist 
it  was  elicited  that  he  was  mightily  pleased  with  the 
C.  &  D.  Diary  for  1909.  He  wondered  how  it  was  done, 
and  said  he  would  be  done  if  he  did  not  always  have  it 
at  hand. 

Mr.  Bx)binson,  a  quondam  pharmacist  who  has  seen  much 
West-end  service  but  is  now  a  student  at  the  Birmingham 
Dental  Hospital,  read  a  paper  before  his  fellow-6tudents 
on  "  Essential  Oils  and  Some  Perfumes  used  in  Dentistry." 
He  had  a  large  and  appreciative  audience. 

A  number  of  shopkeepers  of  this  city  were  summoned  this 
week  for  (1)  employing  young  people  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  for  more  than  seventy-four  hours  a  week  and 
(2)  for  failing  to  exhibit  an  abstract  of  the  Shop-hours 
Acts,  1892  and  1985,  on  their  premises.  The  city  authori- 
ties prosecuted,  and  small  fines  were  imposed.  Almost  all 
classes  of  traders  were  included  in  the  list. 

Poisonous  Gases. 

The  mysterious  death  of  five  Russian  emigrants  on  board 
the  s.s.  Ashton,  who  were  found  dead  in  their  berths  during 
the  voyage  from  Antwerp  to  Grimsby,  has  eventually  been 
satisfactorily  explained.  The  jury  found  the  cause  of  death 
to  be  poisonous  gases  (containing  arsenuretted  hydrogen  and 
phosphoretted  hydrogen)  evolved  from  9  tons  of  ferro- 
silicon  stored  in  the  fore-hold,  immediately  below  the  de- 
ceased emigrants'  quarters.  The  Grimsby  borough  analyst 
(Mr.  J.  A.  Foster)  stated  that  this  amount  of  ferro-silicon 
would  generate  110  cubic  ft.  of  poisonous  gas  in  twenty- 
four  hours. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Naturalists'  Club 
last  week  Mr.  T.  Dobb,  Ph.C,  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Council  for  1909. 

The  "  Sheffield  Daily  Telegraph  "  has  fallen  foul  of  the 
West  Riding  Education  Committee,  and  Alderman  Dunn, 
chemist  and  druggist,  its  Chairman,  has  taken  the  matter 
as  a  personal  reflection  on  himself.  A  free-lance  writer 
in  the  paper  on  Monday  dealt  with  the  point  at  issue  at 
some  length  in  Monday's  issue,  but  disclaimed  any  intention 
of  attacking  the  worthy  Alderman  personally. 

The  report  of  the  city  analyst  (Mr.  G.  E.  Scott-Smith, 
F.I.C.)  for  the  quarter  ended  September  last  showed  that 
193  samples  had  been  analysed  during  the  quarter.  In  the 
drug-section  five  samples  of  compound  liquorice-powder  all 
proved  to  be  genuine.  Of  four  samples  of  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre  three  were  inferior,  but  six  out  of  seven  samples  of 
camphorated  oil  were  genuine.  One  sample  contained  a 
proportion  of  camphor  below  the  requirements  of  the  B.P., 
but  not  to  any  material  extent.  The  oil  with  which  the 
sample  was  prepared  was  of  suspicious  character,  but, 
owing  to  the  small  quantity  of  the  sample  submitted,  the 
analyst  was  unable  to  satisfy  himself  of  the  presence  of 
any  adulterant. 


The  Oilman's  View  of  the  Sale  of  Poisons. 
At  the  City  of  London  Coroner's  Court  on  December  19, 
Dr.  Waldo  conducted  an  inquiry  respecting  the  death  of 
Henry  W.  Tinsley  (53),  of  Hoxton,  who  committed  suicide 
by  taking  spirit  of  salt.  Dr.  Waldo  informed  the  jury- 
that  the  deceased  had  purchased  a  pennyworth  of  the  acid 
from  Mr.  W.  Ward,  oil  and  colour  man,  56  Cropley  Street, 
N.,  apparently  taking  advantage  of  the  fact  that  oilmen 
may  sell  the  poison. — Mr.  Ward,  in  giving  evidence,  said  he 
had  known  Tinsley  for  many  years,  and  he  had  therefore 
not  the  slightest  compunction  in  serving  him,  and  never 
made  any  inquiry  as  to  what  he  might  require  it  for,  as 
it  was  too  usual  an  order. — The  Coroner,  after  stating  that 
the  new  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  in  allowing  sale  of 
weed-killers  by  others  than  chemists,  is  a  step  in  the  wrong 
direction,  asked  witness  if  carbolic  acid  used  to  be  sold 
by  oil  and  colour  men.  Witness  :  Yes.  The  Coroner  : 
Yes,  but  now  the  sale  is,  fortunately,  confined  to  registered 
chemists,  and  I  know  there  have  been  fewer  deaths  in  con- 
sequence. Don't  you  think  it  would  be  better  if  the  sale 
of  spirit  of  salt  was  also  confined  to  chemists  ?  Witness  : 
I  do,  arid  should  be  only  too  glad  to  see  it;  but  what  am 
I  to  do?  A  man  asks  for  the  acid,  it  is  an  everyday — 
in  fact,  an  every  hour — order  in  an  oil  and  colour  man's 
shop  ;  so  what  are  you  to  do  ?  The  Coroner  :  Do  you  make 
much  out  of  the  sales  of  poison  ?  Witness  :  I  make  a  little — 
very  little— and  should  be  quite  pleased  to  hand  the  sale 
over  to  chemists.  The  Coroner  :  I  agree ;  the  chemist  is 
trained  as  to  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  knows  what  he  is 
handling.  At  the  present  time  a  child  is  not  allowed  to 
buy  beer  unless  the  bottle  is  sealed,  but  the  same  child  can 
go  to  an  oil  and  colour  shop  and  purchase  poison  without 
the  slightest  question  being  asked.  I  have  never  yet  heard 
of  a  chemist  being  careless  over  selling  poisons,  but  the 
point  is  that  there  is  no  necessity  to  go  to  the  chemist  for 
them  at  all.  Eventually  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
suicide  whilst  insane. 

Fires. 

Considerable  damage  was  done  by  fire  on  the  premises 
of  Messrs.  John  Taylor  &  Son  (Newark),  Ltd.,  chemists, 
Market  Place,  Newark-on-Trent,  on  December  19. 

Fire  caused  damage  to  the  extent  of  750?.  at  the  works  of 
Messrs.  A.  Goodall  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Salter- 
hebble,  Halifax,  on  November  17.  The  lo6s  is  covered  by 
insurance. 

Dr.  B.  W.  Gathergood,  Terrington  St.  John,  Wisbech, 
informs  us  that  the  fire  at  his  place  on  December  10  did  not 
damage  his  extract  warehouses,  where  extracts  and  henbane 
were  stored.

Supply  of  Spectacles. 

Swansea  Education  Committee  have  obtained  sanction 
from  the  Board  of  Education  to  spend  a  sum  not  exceeding 
51.  on  the  provision  of  spectacles  before  March  next. 
Dear  Gratuitous  Medicine. 

The  Pembroke  Guardians  have  been  debating  whether 
the  medical  officer  is  responsible  for  the  delivery  of 
medicines  to  outdoor  patients.  The  cause  of  the  dis- 
cussion is  an  old  lady  of  seventy,  who  is  very  poor  and  ill. 
She  has  an  allowance  of  4s.  per  week,  but  it  costs  her 
lOd.  in  fares  to  send  for  her  medicine.  The  question  of 
sending  by  post  was  raised,  but  the  medicine  was  said  to 
be  required  immediately.    The  matter  was  left  undecided. 

Pontypridd  Grocers  and  Poisons. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Horton  and  Mr.  Prothero,  the  Secretary  and 
ex-President  respectively  of  the  Pontypridd  Grocers' 
Association,  and  Mr.  Griffith  Davies,  ex-President  of  the 
South  Wales  Grocers'  Council,  all  telegraphed  or  wrote  in 
opposition  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  without  the 
necessary  remedial  clauses.  Mr.  Horton's  point  is  that  they 
particularly  objected  to  small  limited  companies  having 
the  right  to  sell  poisonous  proprietary  medicines,  while 
grocers  doing  ten  times  as  much,  said  he,  have  not  that 
privilege. 
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Stocktaking  in  the  Workhouse  Dispensary. 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Cardiff  Guardians,  the 
Dispensary  Committee  recommended  the  renewal  for  a 
year  of  Mr.  J.  Munday's  appointment  as  stocktaker  to  the 
dispensary  at  a  fee  of  201.  Mr.  J.  R.  Llewellyn  vehe- 
mently declared  that  the  outlay  was  a  waste  of  public 
money,  as  the  work  came  within  the  purview  of  the 
dispenser  himself.  Mr.  Sutherland  thought  the  Guardians 
were  having  splendid  value  for  their  money,  and  stated 
that  it  was  a  decided  advantage  to  the  public  to  have  one 
man  taking  stock  and  another  man  dispensing.  Mr.  Bevan 
said  it  was  a  reasonable  check  upon  the  dispensary.  The 
recommendation  was  ultimately  carried.

Mr.  J.  C.  Dunlop,  Inspector  for  Scotland  under  the 
Inebriates  Act,  has  issued  his  report  for  the  year  1907. 
He  gives  statistics,  which  are  somewhat  belated,  showing 
that  there  are  fewer  admissions  to  the  establishments  con- 
trolled by  his  department.  This  is  partly  due  "to 
extensive  advertising  of  so-called  cures  of  inebriety  by  the 
administration  of  drugs."  If  this  be  the  true  explanation, 
;idds  the  inspector,  an  increased  number  of  admissions  to 
retreats  may  be  expected  in  the  near  future,  for  the  pro- 


bability is  that  the  comparative  worthlessness  of  that 
class  of  treatment  will  be  soon  appreciated  by  the  public, 
and  the  sounder,  if  slower,  treatment  by  residence  in  a 
retreat  will  be  more  frequently  resorted  to.  The  treat- 
ment of  inebriety  adopted  in  the  certified  reformatories 
consists  of  abstention  from  intoxicating  drink,  combined 
with  plenty  of  work,  a  healthy  and  regular  life,  and  moral 
influence,  the  aim  being  to  improve  both  the  physical  and 
mental  health  of  the  inmates,  and  thus  bring  the  patients 
into  a  condition  in  which  they  can  withstand  the  tempta- 
tion of  the  drink  craving. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Duty  on  Calcium  Carbide. — A  Bill  proposing  to  raise 
the  duty  on  calcium  carbide  from  5  per  cent,  ad  vol.  to 
6f.  per  100  kilos,  has  passed  the  French  Chamber  of 
Deputies  without  discussion.  The  Bill  will  now  be  sent 
up  to  the  Senate. 

-  Fraudulent  Dispensing. — A  pharmacist  at  Neuilly-sur- 
Seine,  near  Paris,  has  just  been  sentenced  to  one  month's 
imprisonment  and  500f.  (201.)  fine  for  fraud  in  dispensing, 
but  he  escapes  the  former  under  the  First  Offenders  Act. 
The  offence  consisted  in  using  a  cheap  drug  as  a  substitute 
for  an  expensive  one.  The  Paris  Pharmacists'  Syndicate 
prosecuted,  and  were  also  awarded  200f.  (81.)  as  damages. 

Paris  Academy  of  Science. — The  annual  public  meeting 
of  this  Academy  was  held  on  December  7,  Professor 
Bouchard  (the  President)  being  in  the  chair,  and  the  speech 
he  made  was  a  long  panegyric,  the  number  of  members  the 
Academy  has  lost  by  death  during  the  past  twelve  months 
being  unusually  large.  These  included  Professor  Henri 
Becquerel  and  Lord  Kelvin  (who  was  a  corresponding  mem- 
ber). A  long  and  very  interesting  list  of  the  prizes  awarded 
by  the  Academy  was  also  read. 

Nominations.' — M.  Beille  has  been  nominated  titulary 
Professor  of  Materia  Medica  at  the  Mixed  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine and  Pharmacy  at  Bordeaux. — M.  Tassilly,  Assistant 
Professor  at  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  has 
received  the  Officers'  Cross  of  the  Roumanian  order  of  the 
"  Star." — Three  well-known  men  in  Paris  wholesale  phar- 
macy— M.  Victor  Fumouze  (of  Fumouze  &  Cie.),  M.  Le- 
prince,  and  M.  G.  H.  Deglos — have  been  nominated 
"  Export  Trade  Councillors  "  for  a  fresh  period  of  five 
years.  M.  Maulion,  pharmacist  and  druggist  at  Teheran, 
Persia,  has  also  been  renominated. 

The  Customs  Tariff  Revision. — The  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  Paris,  which  is  a  semi-official  body  with  consider- 
able influence,  has  been  consulted  by  the  French  Ministry 
of  Commerce  regarding  the  proposed  changes  in  the  existing 
Customs  tariff  here.  Before  going  into  questions  of  detail, 
the  Chamber  passed  a  resolution  last  week  drawing  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  proposed  increases  in  the  tariff 
would  inevitably  give  rise  to  retaliation.  Attention  is 
drawn  to  the  fact  that  a  nation  can  best  increase  in  riches 
and  influence,  besides  developing  its  forces,  by  extending 
its  import  trade.  In  consequence,  the  Chamber  protests 
against  any  proposals  the  object  of  which  may  be  to  perilise 
the  existing  French  commercial  conventions  and  to  restrict 
her  foreign  commerce. 

Franco-Canadian  Treaty. — The  treaty  of  commerce  be- 
tween France  and  Canada,  which  was  approved  by  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  on  September  19,  1907,  still  awaits 
ratification  by  the  Senate.  A  special  committee  of  the 
Senate  is  engaged  examining  the  convention,  and  some 
impatience  is  being  shown  at  the  delay  in  presenting  the 
report.  The  "Journal  des  Debats  "  states  that  this  delay 
is  causing  some  disappointment  in  Canada,  where  it  had 
been  supposed  that  France  would  gladly  seize  the  oppor- 
tunity of  consolidating  her  commercial  relations  with  the 
Dominion,  with  which  she  is  connected  by  so  many  ties  of 
historical,  racial,  and  political  sympathy.  The  German 
Government  has  just  taken  steps  with  a  view  to  opening 
negotiations  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  commercial 
arrangement  with  Canada  which  has  been  in  abeyance  sinco 
1897. 
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Legal  Reports. 


Trade  Law. 

Pill-coaters'  Income.— A  case  under  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act  came  before  the  Derby  County  Court  judge 
on  December  16,  to  record  an  agreement  between  William 
McGee  and  R.  Gibbons  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Derby. 
McGee,  while  at  work  on  respondents'  premises  as  a  pill- 
coater,  had  his  right  hand  drawn  under  some  rollers,  and  the 
four  fingers  were  badly  crushed,  one  of  them  and  a  portion 
of  another  having  subsequently  to  be  amputated.  At  the 
time  he  was  earning  23s.  per  week,  and  afterwards  respon- 
dents paid  him  half  that  sum,  which  they  undertook  by  the 
agreement  to  continue  to  pay  during  his  incapacity. 

Law  of  Country  Orders.— The  case  of  Hewthorn  v.  Jones 
(0.  &  D.,  December  5,  p.  877)  again  came  before  Judge 
Smyly  at  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  December  18.  It  was 
a  claim  for  51.  8s.  for  drugs.  The  question  involved  was  as 
to  whether,  if  an  order  had  been  given,  it  ought  to  have  been 
tried  at  Anglesey,  but  his  Honour  said  he  considered  that  as 
the  plaintiff  had  a  registered  address  at  Finsbury  Pavement 
he  considered  the  money  payable  there,  even  though  they 
had  no  one  in  the  office  to  attend  to  callers.  Money  could 
be  sent  by  post,  and  it  did  not  necessitate  money  being 
handed  from  one  to  the  other  in  cash  for  a  trade  debt.  When 
the  case  was  called  on,  Mr.  Griffiths,  on  behalf  of  the  defend- 
ants, said  be  was  willing  to  admit  the  order  and  liability, 
and  his  Honour  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  with  costs. 

Cancelling'  Spirits  Certificates.— Two  cases  dealt  with  by 
the  Fareham  Petty  Sessions  on  December  21  emphasise  the 
importance  of  cancelling  spirits  certificates.  Two  publicans 
were  each  fined  101.  and  costs  for  failing  to  make  in  a  stock- 
book  an  entry  relating  to  half  a  gallon  of  spirits  received,  and 
neglecting  to  cancel  spirit  certificates  in  respect  to  two  gallons 
of  spirits  received.  Mr.  C.  E.  Fitzroy,  of  the  Solicitor's 
Department,  Somerset  House,  who  prosecuted,  explained  that 
it  is  important  that  entries  should  be  made  in  stock-books,  as 
these  books  are  a  means  of  computing  the  amount  of  income- 
tax  payable  by  licence-holders,  also  to  assess  amounts  of 
compensation  under  the  Licensing  Act  of  1904,  and  as  a  basis 
for  rating  the  premises.  It  is  necessary  that  spirits  being 
moved  about  the  country  should  be  accompanied  by  a  certifi- 
cate,  in  order  to  prevent  illicit  or  smuggled  spirits  being 
traded,  and  these  certificates  should  be  cancelled  upon  receipt, 
in  order  that  there  could  be  no  possibility  of  their  being  used 
again. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

A  Drug-store  Keeper  Fined. 
At  Lambeth  County  Court  on  December  17,  John  Munro,  of 
the  Clapham  Drug-stores,  137  Landor  Road,  Stockwell,  was 
sued  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  three  infringements 
of  Section  15 — namely,  (1)  using  the  title  "  dispensing 
chemist,"  (2)  selling  poison,  and  (3)  keeping  open  shop  for 
the  retailing,  dispensing,  and  compounding  of  poisons.  The 
defendant  admitted  the  offences,  and  a  penalty  of  51.,  and 
costs,  was  imposed  in  each  case. 

Dentists  Act. 

"Dental  Expert." 
At  the  Isle  of  Wight  Petty  Sessions  on  December  22, 
Alexander  Myddleton  Sequah,  of  Portsmouth,  was,  it  the 
instance  of  the  British  Dental  Association,  fined  10s.,  rnd 
costs,  for  falsely  representing  himself  to  be  a  dental  export 
at  Sandown.  On  October  14  the  defendant  called  at  the 
police-station  to  ask  if  he  might  give  lectures  in  the  streets, 
at  the  same  time  handing  in  his  card,  describing  himself  as 
a  consulting  botanist  and  dental  expert. 

"Painless  Extraction." 
At  the  East  Ham  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  Grubbe,  on  De- 
cember 17,  Herbert  S.  Walker,  Romford  Road,  Manor  Park, 
was  summoned,  at  the  instance  of  George  Reed  Matland, 
for  issuing  a  leaflet  suggesting  that  he  was  a  dentist, 
although  he  was  not  registered  under  the  Dentists  Act.  Mr. 
Sorell,  jun.,  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  Percy  Robinson  defended. 
Mr.  Sorell  stated  that  Mr.  Matland  took  the  proceedings 
with  the  consent  of  the  British  Dental  Association  and  the 
Society  of  British  Dentists. — Mr.  Matland  stated  in  evi- 
dence that  on  November  20  he  visited  the  defendant's  pre- 
mises and  saw  on  the  door  a  braes  plate  bearing  the  words  : 
Herbert  S.  Walker,  manufacturer  of  artificial  teeth ; 
artificial  teeth  fitted  famously  for  the  most  tender  gums. 

He  asked  to  see  the  dentist,  and  on  being  shown  into  a 
surgery  saw  the  defendant,  whom  he  asked  if  he  could 


supply  him  with  some  teeth.  The  defendant  answered  in 
the  affirmative,  and  when  asked  if  he  could  take  a  "  stump  " 
out  "painlessly"  he  replied  that  he  could,  and  the  witness 
left  after  promising  to  "  think  it  over."  Witness  was  cross- 
examined  as  to  his  own  practice,  and  he  stated  that  he  is  a 
registered  dentist  but  holds  no  dental  diploma.  Mr.  Robin- 
son having  addressed  the  Court  on  behalf  of  the  defendant, 
Mr.  Grubbe  said  he  thought  that  the  defendant  had  brought 
himself  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  he  imposed  a  fine 
of  11.  and  costs,  including  one  and  a  half  guinea  costs  to 
the  prosecution. 

Cory  Mason,  Romford  Road,  Manor  Park,  was  similarly 
summoned,  and,  admitting  the  offence,  was  fined  11.  and 
costs  and  one  and  a  half  guinea  to  the  prosecution. 

Shop-hours  Act. 

Chemist  Fined  for  Selling  a  Hair-brush. 
At  the  Stratford  Police  Court  on  December  19,  Charles 
Wilmer,  chemist  and  druggist,  67.3  High  Road,  Leyton, 
was  summoned  for  failing  to  close  hib  .-hop  on  December  3, 
in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Order  under  the 
Shop-hours  Act.  Mr.  H.  Vincent  appeared  in  support  of 
the  information,  and  evidence  was  given  that  at  7.30  in 
the  evening  a  laJy  purchased  a  hair-brush  at  defendant's 
premises,  and  also  a  box  of  lozenges.  Defendant  said 
the  lozenges  were  a  medicine,  and  this  was  asked  for  first. 
Then  the  lady  saw  the  brush  on  the  counter  and  asked  for 
it,  and,  being  taken  off  his  guard,  he  sold  it.  Fined  5s., 
and  costs  4s. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Paregoric. 

At  W'ithernsea  on  December  19,  Jane  Butler,  Ryehill, 
was  fined  Is.  (costs  being  remitted)  for  selling  paregoric 
which  was  "  paregoric  substitute"  devoid  of  opium. 

Liniment  of  Ammonia. 
At  the  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  December  17,  Charles  S. 
Jenner,  chemist  and  druggist,  Meeting  House  Lane, 
Peckham,  was  fined  20s.,  and  21s.  6d.  costs,  for  selling 
liniment  of  ammonia  which  the  public  analyst  certified 
to  be  deficient  in  almond  and  olive  oils  and  in  ammonia, 
and  to  contain  oil  of  turpentine. 

Frederick  John  Wheeler,  L.S.A.,  187  High  Street, 
Peckham,  was  at  the  same  time  fined  40s.,  and  19s.  6d. 
costs,  for  selling  liniment  of  ammonia  deficient  in  almond 
and  olive  oils  and  in  ammonia.  The  defendant  stated  that 
the  stuff  had  been  prepared  for  his  own  private  practice, 
and  that  his  assistant  had  no  right  to  sell  it. 

Grecory's  Powder. 
Jefferson  Dodd  (Ltd.),  chemists,  34  James  Street,  W., 
were  summoned  before  Mr.  Plowden,  at  the  Marylebone 
Police  Court,  on  Friday,  December  18,  for  selling  a  packet 
of  Gregory's  powder  which  contained  29.6  instead  of  66.6 
per  cent,  of  magnesia.  Mr.  F.  Freke  Palmer,  solicitor, 
prosecuted  for  the  Marylebone  Borough  Council.  The 
defendants  did  not  appear,  but  the  Magistrate  explained 
that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Jefferson  Dodd,  the 
managing  director  of  the  company,  in  which  he  practically 
pleaded  guilty,  but  pointed  out  that  he  had  in  no  sense 
been  guilty  of  fraud.  Mr.  Freke  Palmer  then  addressed 
the  Court,  and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  said  it  seemed 
that  in  the  letter  written  to  the  Magistrate  Mr.  Dodd 
explained  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  making  up  Gregory's 
powder  for  his  general  customers  according  to  the  B.P., 
but  several  of  his  customers  preferred  a  preparation  with 
less  magnesia  and  more  rhubarb,  and  as  he  was  led  to 
believe  that  the  person  who  purchased  the  powder  in  this 
instance  was  the  maid  of  one  of  these  customers,  he  sup- 
plied it  with  only  half  the  usual  quantity  of  magnesia. 
There  was  no  intention  to  defraud.  Mr.  Dodd  concluded 
by  pointing  out  that  even  the  authorities  on  the  subject, 
according  to  the  B.P.,  were  undecided  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  powder  should  be  made  up.  Mr.  Freke 
Palmer  remarked  that  chemists  should  make  up  their  pre- 
scriptions more  carefully.  Mr.  Plowden  said  that 
obviously  it  was  of  the  first  importance  that  prescriptions 
should  be  made  up  properly.  "It  is  a  little  strange," 
continued  the  Magistrate,  "  that  the  defendant  should  have 
any  customers  who  want  less  magnesia,  seeing  that 
magnesia  has  a  soothing  effect."      Mr.  Palmer:  "My 
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recollection  is  that  the  powder  gripes  quite  enough  as  it 
is."  Mr.  Plowden  :  "I  cannot  understand  anyone  want- 
ing it  restricted  in  the  soothing  qualities,  but  according  to 
him  there  are  such  people."  Formal  evidence  of  the  pur- 
chase and  analysis  of  the  powder  having  been  given,  Mr. 
Plowden  imposed  a  fine  of  5s.,  with  12s.  6d.  costs. 

Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Tunbridge  Wells,  on  Friday,  December  18,  Henry 
Beeching  was  summoned  for  selling  spirit  of  nitre  which 
contained  66  per  cent,  less  nitrite  than  it  should.  Defen- 
dant was  ordered  to  pay  the  costs. 

At  the  Court  House,  Sutton  Coldfield,  on  December  22, 
before  Messrs.  Parkes  and  Vale,  William  C.  Crane,  chemist 
and  druggist,  was  summoned  under  Section  6  of  the  1875 
Act  for  selling  at  his  branch,  Boldmere  Road,  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite  to  the  extent  of  77  per 
cent. 

Mr.  Ashford,  solicitor,  Birmingham,  prosecuted  on 
behalf  of  the  Warwick  County  Council,  and  Mr.  Guy 
Pritchard,  solicitor,  Birmingham  (instructed  by  Messrs. 
Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  on  behalf  of  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association,  Ltd.),  defended. 

It  was  stated  at  the  outset  that  no  insinuation  was  made 
as  to  the  article  having  been  tampered  with  by  the  retailer, 
but  that  he  was  nevertheless  liable  inasmuch  as  he  had 
kept  it  in  a  bottle  made  of  clear  glass  and  exposed  to  the 
light,  which  had  caused  decomposition  and  evaporation. 
Evidence  of  purchase  having  been  given,  Mr.  Pritchard 
objected  to  the  f  orm  in  which  the  analyst's  certificate  had 
been  made  out.  He  considered  that  the  quantities  of 
alcohol  and  water  actually  present  should  have  been  stated, 
as  had  been  ruled  by  the  High  Court.  The  Clerk  made  a 
note  of  the  objection.  Inspector  Preston  then  gave  evidence 
of  the  division  of  the  sample,  and  was  followed  by  Mr.  W.  T. 
Rigby,  F.I.C.,  county  analyst,  who,  in  the  course  of  his 
evidence,  explained  the  properties  of  spirit  of  nitre  and  its 
liability  to  decomposition.  The  cross-examination  was 
directed  to  emphasise  the  latter  fact.  He  received  his 
portion  of  the  sample  on  the  day  it  was  bought,  and 
analysed  it  within  half  an  hour.  He  agreed  with  the 
statement  in  Squire's  "Companion"  that  the  spirit  loses 
as  much  as  six  per  cent,  per  month,  even  when  the  bottle 
is  kept  closed.  He  considered  it  would  be  impossible 
to  set  out  in  the  certificate  all  the  ingredients  of  the  spirit, 
but  he  could  have  given  the  proportions  of  water  and 
alcohol. 

Mr.  Pritchard,  for  the  defence,  said  his  client  was  a 
well-known  chemist  in  the  town.  He  enjoyed  a  good 
reputation  for  the  quality  of  his  drugs,  never  having 
received  a  summons  before  during  the  many  years  he  had 
been  in  business.  He  bought  the  sweet  nitre  from  one  of 
the  best  drug-houses  in  the  kingdom.  The  utmost  that 
could  be  said  against  him  was  that  he  had  not  taken  all 
the  precautions  which  possibly  he  might  have  done.  He 
thought  the  ends  of  justice  would  be  served  if  Mr.  Crane 
paid  the  costs  of  the  case.  Evidence  was  then  given  by  the 
branch  manager,  who  sold  the  spirit,  and  who  stated  that 
the  inspector  was  fully  four  minutes  in  dividing  the  pur- 
chase. Mr.  W.  Johnston,  Ph.C.  (Secretary  to  the 
C.D.A.),  followed  with  evidence  as  to  the  characters  of 
the  spirit,  and  his  cross-examination  (like  that  of  the 
previous  witness)  was  directed  to  show  that  chemists 
have  had  ample  warning  through  the  published  papers  of 
Harvey,  John  Barclay,  Dunstan,  and  others  of  the 
necessity  for  carefully  storing  the  spirit. 

Mr.  Pritchard  intimated  that  he  had  another  expert 
witness,  if  more  evidence  of  a  similar  kind  were  desired. 
The  Magistrates,  however,  said  they  had  heard  enough  to 
convince  them  there  was  no  fraud,  it  was  a  very  important 
matter,  and  they  hoped  Mr.  Crane  would  take  more  care 
in  the  keeping  of  the  article  in  future.  It  would  suffice 
if  he  paid  two  guineas  towards  the  costs  incurred. 

Action  of  Drugs.— According  to  Professor  W.  E.  Dixon  and 
P.  Harnill  (m  a  communication  to  the  Philosophical  Society 
of  Cambridge  on  November  23),  drugs  possessing  a  specific 
action  on  a  definite  tissue  do  not  bring'  about  their  character- 
istic effect  by  chemical  combination  with  the  protoplasm  or  a 
chemical  constituent  of  the  cell.  The  action  of  galenicals 
would  thus  appear  to  differ  from  that  of  the  hormones. 


Bankruptcies  and  Failures. 

Me  Jacob  Hertz,  Commercial  Traveller. — The  public 
examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  in  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Court  on  December  10.  From  the  statement  issued  by 
Mr.  G.  W.  Chapman,  Official  Receiver,  it  appears  that  the 
receiving  order  was  made  on  the  debtor's  own  petition,  and  it 
was  in  respect  to  liabilities  (1,245/.  5s.  5(7.),  which  had  been 
incurred  subsequent  to  1900  in  connection  with  the  Wine  Club, 
Ltd.,  Dover  Street,  Piccadilly,  of  which  he  acted  as  manager. 
This  private  company  went  into  voluntary  liquidation  in 
1903.  Since  1905  the  debtor  has,  in  the  name  of  "  Hertz  & 
Co.,"  acted  as  the  sole  agent  for  Great  Britain  and  the 
Colonies  for  a  Continental  firm  of  perfumers  and  soap  manu- 
facturers who  have  a  London  office  at  9  Mincing  Lane,  but 
this  failure  is,  as  stated,  unconnected  with  his  present  occupa- 
tion. The  bankrupt  was  allowed  to  pass  on  his  accounts  show- 
ing a  deficiency  of  1,245/.  5s.  5(7. 

Me  George  Genge  Andrews,  13  Church  Street,  Twicken- 
ham, Chemist. — The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  on 
Friday,  December  18,  at  the  offices  of  the  Official  Receiver, 
14  Bedford  Row,  W.C.  The  statement  of  affairs  filed  by  the 
debtor  showed  gross  liabilities  419/.  4s.  4(7.,  of  which 
226/.  2s.  4(7.  is  due  to  unsecured  creditors,  to  fully  secured 
14/.,  to  partly  secured  170/.,  or  after  allowing  for  the  security 
held  100/.,  70/.  to  rank,  making  the  total  unsecured  liabilities 
296/.  2s.  4(7.  The  assets,  after  providing  for  preferential 
creditors,  amount  to  84/.  0s.  2(7.  and  show  a  deficiency  of 
212/.  2s.  2(7.  The  Official  Receiver  reported  that  the  debtor 
stated  that  in  July  1907  he  purchased  the  business  at  Church 
Street,  Twickenham,  from  Colonel  May  hew  for  170/.,  to  be 
paid  40/.  down  and  10/.  quarterly.  The  vendor  retained  the 
power  to  enter  in  the  event  of  any  instalment  being  in  arrear 
for  seven  days.  He  has  paid  the  40/.  down  and  about  8/. 
in  respect  of  the  instalments.  The  vendor  has  not  taken 
possession.  Debtor  had  no  capital  of  his  own  when  he  started, 
but  borrowed  50/.  He  had  personally  managed  the  business 
since  December  1907,  prior  to  that  date  it  was  in  charge  of 
a  manager.  A  private  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  on 
October  14,  but  the  debtor  did  not  make  any  proposal,  and 
offered  to  execute  a  deed  of  assignment.  The  petitioning 
creditors  would  not  accept  this.

King  on  December  21. 


In  the  House  of  Lords. 

ON  Friday,  Dec-ember  18,  the  Commons'  amendments  to  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  came  up  for  consideration. 
There  was  a  very  fair  muster  of  peers,  and  in  the  space 
on  the  steps  of  the  Throne  reserved  for  Privy  Councillors 
and  the  eldest  sons  of  peers,  Mr.  Almeric  FitzRoy  (Clerk  to 
the  Privy  Council)  was  a  conspicuous  figure.  Mr. 
Idris,  M.P.,  was  also  present,  as  well  as  Mr.  Richard  Brem- 
ridge,  Secretary  and  Registrar  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  Parliamentary  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  Chater,  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Secretarial  Staff,  and  Mr.  Milne,  private 
secretary  to  Mr.  Jesse  Boot. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  (Lord  Privy  Seal)  moved  that  the 
amendments  be  considered,  and  this  was  agreed  to.  His 
Lordship  added  :  Your  Lordships  will  remember  the  long 
discussion  which  took  place  in  this  House  earlier  in  the 
Session  on  the  subject  of  this  Bill.  That  discussion,  I 
believe,  is  now  closed  by  the  few  amendments  on  the  paper, 
which  I  hope  you  will  have  no  difficulty  in  accepting.  They 
represent  the  final  agreement  which  has  been  come  to  be- 
tween the  different  parties — that  is  to  say,  the  regular 
chemists  on  the  one  hand  and  the  representatives  of  the 
drug-stores  and  other  similar  commercial  bodies  on  the 
other.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  special  point  with  which 
I  need  trouble  your  Lordships,  and  I  propose  to  move  the 
various  amendments. 

Clause  2,  page  1,  line  20,  leave  out  "  containing;  arsenic, 
tobacco,  or  the  alkaloids  of  tobacco." 

Commons'  amendment  agreed  to. 

Clause  2,  page  1,  line  23,  after  "killers"  insert  "which 
are  poisonous  by  reason  of  their  containing  arsenic,  tobacco, 
or  the  alkaloids  of  tobacco." 

Commons'  amendment  agreed  to. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe,  in  moving  an  amendment  in  Clause  2, 
page  2,  line  18,  to  leave  out  from  "  section  "to  "  and  "  in 
line  20,  said  :  The  local  authority  is  here  defined  instead 
of  merely  leaving  it  to  be  settled  by  the  regulations. — Com- 
mons' amendment  agreed  to. 

Clause  2,  page  2,  line  29,  at  end  insert  as  a  new  sub- 
section : 

(4)  The  local  authority  for  the  purposes  of  this  section 
shall,  as  respects  the  area  of  any  municipal  borough  in 
England  having  a  population  of  more  than  ten  thousand 
according  to  the  last  published  census  for  the  time  being, 
be  the  council  of  that  borough,  and  as  respects  the  area  of 
any  royal,  parliamentary,  or  police  burgh  in  Scotland  be 
the  town  council,  and  as  respects  any  other  place  be  the 
council  of  the  county. 

Commons'  amendment  agreed  to. 

In  Clause  3,  page  3,  line  18,  to  leave  out  from  "  drug- 
gist "  to  end  of  line  23  and  insert : 

(a)  if  the  business  of  the  body  corporate,  firm,  or  partner- 
ship, so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  keeping,  retailing,  and  dis- 
pensing of  poisons,  is  under  the  control  and  management 
of  a  superintendent  who  is  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  whose  name  has  been 
forwarded  to  the  registrar  appointed  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1852,  to  be  entered  by  him  in  a  register  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose,  and  who  does  not  act  at  the  same  time  in  a 
similar  capacity  for  any  other  body  corporate,  firm,  or 
partnership  ;  and 

(6)  if  in  every  premises  where  such  business  as  aforesaid 
is  carried  on,  and  is  not  personally  conducted  by  the  super- 
intendent, such  business  is  bona  fide  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  the  superintendent  by  a  manager  or  assistant 
who  is  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist 
and  druggist,  and  whose  certificate  of  qualification  is  con- 
spicuously exhibited  in  the  shop  or  other  place  in  which  he 
so  conducts  the  business. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  said  :  This  was  the  clause  around 
which  a  controversy  raged  for  so  long,  and  this  amend- 


ment really  represents  the  compromise  which  I  suggested 
earlier  in  the  year  when  I  received  a  deputation  on  the 
subject.  It  has  been  accepted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  also  by  Lord  Ebury  on  behalf  of  the  co-operative  stores. 
I  think  these  sub-sections  may  be  said  to  represent  a  final 
and  very  fair  arrangement  on  the  question.  The  real  point 
is  as  to  what  could  be  done — or  what  ought  to  be  done — 
to  prevent  the  formation  of  bogus  companies,  and  I  think 
these  words,  which  have  been  very  carefully  thought  out, 
will  meet  the  point.  I  move  that  we  agree  with  the  Com- 
mons' amendment. 

Lord  Ashbourne  :  As  I  understand  the  Government  idea 
jn  this  clause,  it  is  that  wherever  the  establishment  belongs 
to  a  company  or  an  individual  there  shall  always  be  in  that 
establishment  a  trained  qualified  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
and  that  it  is  not  possible  to  get  behind  that  by  any  rule 
or  regulation  or  otherwise.  There  is  another  matter  which 
I  will  just  mention  also  to  the  noble  Earl,  and  it  is  as  to 
whether  in  the  third  word  of  the  second  sub-section  it 
would  not  be  better  to  have  the  word  "all"  instead  of 
"  every  "  (premises). 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  That  is  merely  a  drafting  point, 
and  I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  the  noble  Lord. 

The  Commons'  amendments  were  agreed  to. 
Clause  3,  page  3,  line  28,  leave  out  ("  one  at  least  ")  and 

insert  ("  the  superintendent  is  a  member  "). — Agreed  to. 
Clause  3,  page  3,  line  29,  leave  out  ("  one  at  least  of  the 

members"). — Agreed  to. 
Clause  3,  page  3,  line  30,  leave  out  from  ("  be ")  to  end 

of  line  33. — Agreed  to. 

Clause  3,  page  3,  line  54,  after  ("  aforesaid ")  insert 

("  section  twelve  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852,  and  "). — Agreed 

to. 

Clause  4,  page  4,  line  8,  after  "dispensers"  insert  "or 
certified  assistants  to  apothecaries  under  the  Apothecaries 
Act,  1815." 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  This  is  simply  to  increase  to  some 
extent  the  discretion  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  as  to  the 
"person"  recognised  under  their  by-laws. 
The  Commons'  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Clause  5,  page  4,  line  19,  leave  out  "poison"  and  insert 
"  poisonous." — Commons'  amendment  agreed  to. 

Clause  6,  page  4,  line  32,  leave  out  "January"  and 
insert  "  July." 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  This  is  only  a  drafting  amendment. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  :  I  think  it  will  be  found  that  the 
word  "July  "  as  printed  ought  to  have  been  "  April." 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  Yes,  that  is  so.  I  will  have  it 
put  in.    It  is  a  misprint. 

Commons'  amendment  agreed  to. 
Clause  7,  page  4,  line  34,  after  "of"  insert  "  section  two 

and  section  five  of,"  and  leave  out  from  "  Act  "  to  "  shall  " 

in  line  37. 

Commons'  amendment  agreed  to. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  The  only  other  new  clause  is 
Clause  A,  which  comes  after  Clause  6  thus  : 

(A)  Upon  the  death  of  any  person  registered  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland)  (1875)  Amendment  Act,  1890,  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  or  registered  druggist  and  actually 
in  business  at  the  time  of  his  death,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee  of  his  estate  to 
continue  such  business  if  and  so  long  only  as  such  business 
is  bona  fide  conducted  by  an  assistant  being  a  duly  regis- 
tered pharmaceutical  chemist  or  licentiate  apothecary,  or 
duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  or  duly  registered 
druggist. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  This  deals  with  what  is  known  as 
I  the  "widows  clause"  where  a  business  is  allowed  to  be 
carried  on  by  a  successor  in  a  family  under  certain  circum- 
stances, and  a  certain  extension  is  made  to  Ireland  in  this 
respect. 

Commons'  amendment  agreed  to. 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  :  In  the  Schedule,  page  6,  line  9,  after 
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"admixtures"    insert    "(except    belladonna  plaisters)." 
(Laughter.)    That  is  done  by  general  agreement,  I  believe, 
but  I  do  not  know  why.    (Renewed  laughter.) 
Commons'  amendment  agreed  to.

Amid  the  saintly  surroundings  of  the  Upper  Chamber, 
and  with  a  wealth  of  ceremonial  detail  which  is  unfamiliar 
to  the  general  public,  the  Royal  Assent  was  given  by 
Commission  on  Monday,  December  21,  to  the  Government 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  On  occasions  such  as  these 
the  Throne,  with  its  gilded  chairs  and  canopies,  is  left 
uncovered — a  silent  intimation  that  although  his  Majesty 
is  not  actually  present  in  person  he  is  there  in  spirit  and 
speaks  through  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  and 
his  fellow  Commissioners.  Another  interesting  departure 
from  the  ordinary  rule  is  the  fact  that  this  is  the  one 
occasion  upon  which  ladies  are  permitted  to  occupy  the 
red  benches  on  the  floor  of  the  Chamber,  which  on  every 
other  day  of  the  Session  are  sacred  to  their  Lordships. 

The  Royal  Commissioners  were,  in  addition  to  Lord 
Loreburn  :  the  Lord  Chamberlain,  who  carried  his  wand 
of  office ;  Viscount  Wolverhampton — best  remembered,  of 
course,  as  Sir  Henry  Fowler ;  Viscount  Selby,  the  late 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons ;  and  Lord  Denman, 
one  of  the  Government  Whips.  All  were  clad  in  their 
scarlet  and  ermine  robes  and  occupied  seats  on  a  specially 
improvised  Woolsack  in  front  of  the  Throne.  Among  the 
few  peers  in  attendance  were  Lord  Armitstead,  the  late 
Mr.  Gladstone's  oldest  friend,  Lord  Blyth,  Lord  Mac- 
donnell,  and  Earl  Carrington  (who  was  the  only  occupant 
of  the  front  ministerial  bench).  When  all  were  seated, 
prayers  were  read  by  the  Bishop  of  Southwark,  and  imme- 
diately the  whole  of  their  Lordships,  at  obvious  personal 
inconvenience,  turned  about  face  and,  so  far  as  was  pos- 
sible under  the  circumstances,  knelt  on  the  cushions  of  their 
seats.  Next  Black  Rod  was  summoned  to  the  Woolsack 
and  commanded  to  request  the  attendance  of  Mr.  Speaker 
and  the  Commons  from  "another  place."  On  the  arrival 
of  the  contingent  from  the  Lower  Chamber,  which  also 
included  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  the  Chaplain  to  Mr. 
Speaker,  and  the  Serjeant-at-Arms,  there  was  much 
bowing  to  the  Woolsack.  Their  Lordships,  who  had  in  the 
meantime  donned  their  curious  little  black  triangular  hats 
— and  the  Lord  Chancellor  trying  to  balance  his  on  the 
top  of  his  full-bottomed  wig — acknowledged  the  salutes 
of  the  faithful  Commons.  Among  the  curious  who  had 
come  from  "across  the  way"  were  the  President  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  the  Secretary  to  the  Admiralty, 
and  many  private  members,  such  as  Sir  J.  Barker  and 
Mr.  Robert  Pearce.  At  this  point  of  the  proceedings  the 
Reading  Clerk,  in  a  sonorous  voice,  recited  the  terms  of 
the  Commission,  winding  up  with  his  authority  for  the 
proclamation  by  repeating  the  words  :  "  By  the  King 
himself,  signed  with  his  own  hand."  The  Lord  m- 
cellor  then  announced  that  the  Royal  Assent  had  been 
given  to  various  public  and  private  Bills,  and  these  were 
read  in  turn  by  one  of  the  Clerks,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Parliaments  (Sir  Henry  Graham)  bowing  alternately  with 
his  colleagues,  first  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  then 
suddenly  wheeling  round  and  doing  obeisance  to  Mr. 
Speaker,  and  repeating  after  each  Bill  the  formula  in 
French — "  Le  Roi  le  veult. "  By  a  somewhat  curious 
coincidence  the  first  measure  to  receive  the  Royal  approval 
was  the  White  Phosphorus  Matches  Prohibition  Bill.  A 
little  later  on  there  came  the  East  India  Loans  Bill,  and 
this  was  followed  immediately  by  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bill,  which  was  read  out  in  the  usual  way  by  the 
Clerk,  and  was  followed  in  its  turn  by  the  Appellate  Juris- 
diction Bill.  All  were  now  ready  for  the  Royal  Speech, 
and  this,  by  common  consent,  was  read  in  finely  delivered 
periods  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  who  recited,  among  other 
passages,  that  relating  to  the  Opium  Commission  which 
will  shortly  be  on  its  way  to  Shanghai. 

I  have  appointed  Commissioners  (said  his  Majesty)  to 
attend  the  International  Conference  which  is  to  meet  at 
Shanghai  in  February  to  investigate  the  opium-trade  and 
opium-habit  in  the.  Far  East,  and  to  offer  suggestions  for 
measures  which  the  Powers  concerned  may  adopt  for  the 
gradual  suppression  of  the  cultivation,  traffic,  and  use  of 
opium  within  their  Eastern  possessions,  with  a  view  to 


assisting  China  in  her  purpose  of  eradicating  the  opium- 
trade  in  the  Chinese  Empire. 

After  many  further  salutations  of  a  mutual  character, 
the  Speaker  and  the  members  of  his  entourage  withdrew, 
together  with  the  few  Commoners  who  had  come  to  take 
part  in  the  closing  scene,  and  the  Session  of  1908  was  at 
an  end,  to  be  followed  on  February  16  by  that  of  1909. 

Mr.  R.  Winfrey  has  made  the  following  statement 
to  our  Parliamentary  representative  :  "I  can  only  say  at 
the  moment  that  the  Act  is  not  all  we  could  have  wished 
and  hoped  for,  but,  like  most  of  our  legislative  efforts 
at  Westminster,  we  have  had  to  compromise  in  order  to 
get  anything  at  all.  Pre-eminently,  of  course,  it  does  two 
things — it  makes  it  impossible  in  the  future  for  the  un- 
qualified man  to  establish  himself  in  business  as  a  one- 
man  company  chemist ;  and  by  insisting  upon  qualified 
men  being  in  charge  of  all  retail  businesses  it  greatly  im- 
proves the  status  of  the  qualified  men,  and  will  conse- 
quently, I  feel  convinced,  mean  better  pay  for  all  such  in 
the  future." 


Text  ol  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  certain  Poisonous  Substances 
and  to  amend  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same  as  follows  : 
Amendment  ^" — Schedule  A.  to  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
of  31  &  32  1868  (which  specifies  the  articles  to  be  deemed 
Vict.  c.  i2i,  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  that  Act),  is 
Schedule  A.  hereby  repealed,  and  the  schedule  to  this  Act 
shall  be  substituted  therefor. 

(2)  The  schedule  to  this  Act  may  be  amended  by  adding 
thereto  or  removing  therefrom  any  article  or  by  transferring 
any  article  from  one  part  of  the  schedule  to  the  other  in  the 
manner  provided  by  section  two  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
for  adding  to  the  list  of  articles  deemed  to  be  poisons  within 
the  meaning  of  that  Act. 

2. — (1)  So  much  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  as  makes  it 
an  offence  for  any  person  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for  the 
sale  of  poisons,  unless  he  i6  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  and  conforms 
Regulation  to  regulations  made  under  section  one  of  that 
of  sale  of  Act,  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  poisonous 
poisonous  substances  to  be  used  exclusively  in  agricul- 
substances  twe  or  horticulture  for  the  destruction  of  in- 
foragrU  sects,  fungi,  or  bacteria,  or  as  sheep-dips  or 
cultural  and  we€(j-]{illers  which  are  poisonous  by  reason 
horticultural     .  ,,    .        ',  .  .  r.      ,  ,        J  ,, 

purposes.  °f  their  containing  arsenic,  tobacco,  or  the 
alkaloids  of  tobacco,  if  the  person  so  selling  or 
keeping  open  shop  is  duly  licensed  for  the  purpose  under 
this  section  by  a  local  authority,  and  conforms  to  any  regu- 
lations as  to  the  keeping,  transporting,  and  selling  of  poisons 
made  under  this  section,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
exempt  any  person  so  licensed  from  the  requirements  of  any 
other  provision  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  or  of  the  Arsenic 
Act,  1851,  relating  to  poisons  : 

Provided  that  His  Majesty  may  by  Order  in  Council 
amend  this  provision  by  adding  thereto  or  removing  there- 
from any  poisonous  substance,  and  upon  any_  such  Order 
being  made  this  provision  shall  have  effect  as  if  the  added 
poisonous  substances  were  included  therein  and  the  removed 
poisonous  substances  were  excluded  therefrom. 

(2)  Before  granting  any  licence  under  this  section  the 
local  authoritv  shall  take  into  consideration  whether  in  the 
neighbourhood  where  the  applicant  for  the  licence  carries 
on  or  intends  to  carry  on  business  the  reasonable  require- 
ments of  the  public  with  respect  to  the_  purchase  of  such 
poisonous  substances  as  aforesaid  are  satisfied. 

("5)  His  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  make  regula- 
tions as  to — 

(a)  the  granting  of  licences  under  this  section;  and 

(b)  the  duration,  renewal,  revocation,  suspension,  extent, 
and  production  of  such  licences ;  and  . 

(c)  the  keeping,  inspection,  and  copying  of  registers  of 
licences;  and  - 

(rl)  the  fees  to  be  charged  for  licences  and  for  inspection 
and  copying  of  registers;  and 

(e)  the  keeping,  transporting,  and  selling  of  the  poisonous 
substances  to  which  this  section  applies;

Coroners  and  Deaths  under  Anaesthetics. 
The  Home  Secretary  has  promised  Mr.  T.  A.  Bramsdon, 
M.P.  (Portsmouth,  L.),  that  he  will  consider  whether  a 
special  return  can  be  called  for  from  Coroners — the  forms 
for  the  next  one  having  already  been  issued — showing  the 
number  of  deaths  from  anaesthesia  in  which  cases  inquests 
were  held,  and  also  the  number  of  similar  deaths  reported 
to  Coroners  in  respect  to  which  noHnquests  had  been  held. 
The  hon.  member  is  anxious  thaft  an  additional  column 
should  be  placed  in  the  next  Coroner's  Annual  Return.  At 
present  (our  Lobby  correspondent  writes)  deaths  occurring 
on  the  operating-table  while  the  patient  is  under  the  in- 
fluence of  an  anaesthetic  are  entered  in  the  returns  as 
"  accidental." 

The  Bankruptcy  Laws. 
We  understand  that  one  of  the  departmental  measures 
which  is  likely  to  figure  in  the  Parliamentary  programme 
for  next  Session  will  be  a  Bill  by  Mr.  Winston  Churchill, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  dealing  with  reform  in  the 
bankruptcy  laws.  Quite  recently  a  very  strong  Depart- 
mental Committee  considered  the  question  in  all  its  aspects 
anil  presented  a  most  valuable  report  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 
The  recommendations  contained  in  this  report  are  now,  we 
are  informed,  being  carefully  considered  by  the  officials  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  with  a  view  to  the  introduction  of  a 
Bill  on  the  subject  in  the  early  part  of  the  forthcoming 
Session.  One  of  the  principal  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  that  relating  to  the  undischarged  bankrupt,  who, 
as  the  law  at  present  stands,  has  only  to  reopen  in  another 
town  under  an  assumed  name  and  so  re-commence  his  career 
of  fraud  and  deception. 

Registration  of  Firms  Bill. 
We  learn  upon  excellent  authority  that  the  Registration 
of  Firms  Bill,  which  has  been  before  Parliament  for  a 
number  of  years,  will  be  reintroduced  in  the  coming  Session 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Association  of  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  Bill,  which  was  brought 
forward  last  year  in  the  Upper  Chamber  by  Lord  Brassey, 
met  with  little  better  success  than  has  attended  its  many 
earlier  appearances  on  the  Parliamentary  stage.  In 
previous  years  it  has  received  the  support  of  such  well- 
known  authorities  as  the  late  Mr.  Mundella.  The  Bill, 
which  will  be  reintroduced  by  Sir  William  Holland,  M.P., 
deals  with  the  compulsory  registration  of  firms  and  persons 
carrying  on  business  under  trade  names,  and  is  especially 


aimed  against  what  are  known  as  "  long-firm  "  frauds.  It 
provides  that  every  firm  carrying  on  business  in  the  United 
Kingdom  under  a  trade  name  which  does  not  consist  of  the 
full  names  of  all  the  partners  without  any  addition,  and 
every  person  carrying  on  business  in  the  United  Kingdom 
under  any  trade  name  consisting  of  or  containing  any  name 
or  addition  other  than  the  full  name  of  that  person,  shall 
register  with  the  Registrar  of  Joint-stock  Companies  and 
receive  in  return  a  certificate  of  registration. 

Post  Office  Consolidation  Act. 
This  is  one  of  the  successful  measures  of  the  Session. 
It  consolidates  thirty-six  enactments  relating  to  the  Post 
Office,  but  it  does  not  include  those  relating  to  telegraphs  or 
the  carriage  of  mails,  such  as  the  Parcels  Post  Act  of  1882. 
It  includes  the  provisions  hitherto  statutory  which  prohibit 
the  sending  by  post  of  explosives,  inflammable  or  dele- 
terious substances,  indecent  prints,  words,  etc. 

The  Use  of  Saccharin. 
In  reply  to  Mr.  Owen  Philipps,  M.P.,  Mr.  John  Burns 
has  stated  that  his  attention  had  been  called  to  the  use  of 
saccharin  in  food -products,  but  he  was  not  at  present  in 
possession  of  evidence  which  would  warrant  steps  being 
taken  with  the  object  of  prohibiting  its  use  in  all  foods  on 
grounds  of  public  health.  If,  however,  cases  were  brought 
to  his  notice  in  which  the  nutritive  value  or  genuineness  of 
particular  foods  had  been  materially  impaired  by  the  substi- 
tution of  saccharin  for  sugar,  he  would  consider  the  matter 
further.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

For  Better  or  Worse, 

whether  we  like  it  or  not,  we  have  to 
put  up  with  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  for  the  remainder 
of  the  lives  of  most  of  us.  Nineteen  hundred  and  eight  is  to 
be  the  date  of  the  new  era  for  British  pharmacy.  It  will  be 
quoted  by  the  next  generation  or  two  as  1868  has  been  by 
us.  Our  new  companion  will  be  welcomed,  I  fancy,  with  a 
chastened  kind  of  joy,  with  only  a  limited  degree  of  en- 
thusiasm. But  we  shall  get  accustomed  to  the  association, 
and  perhaps,  as  we  become  acquainted  with  it,  the  new  Act 
will  reveal  unsuspected  benefits,  as  the  1868  one  did.  The 
official  apologists  for  the  Act  have  apparently  satisfied  a 
number  of  audiences  that  its  provisions  were  just  those 
which  are  best  for  us,  even  if  they  were  not  exactly  what  we 
once  thought  we  wanted.  A  wit  once  paraphrased  a 
general's  despatch  from  the  seat  of  war  in  the  lines — 

Though  Victory  refrsed  our  arrr.s  to  bless, 
We  ran  away  with  wonderful  success  ; 

and  it  may  be  that  the  masterly  retreat  from  the  irreducible 
minimum  behind  which  our  leaders  lately  entrenched  them- 
selves has  been  a  performance  for  which  posterity  will 
praise  them.  It  would  have  been  grateful  and  comforting  to 
place  our  feet  on  the  necks  of  our  foes,  but,  failing  that 
satisfaction,  it  may  prove  a  more  substantial  advantage  to 
Live  in  Concord 

with  them.  When  the  short-lived  Peace  of 
Amiens  was  proclaimed  in  1802  the  First  Consul's  repre- 
sentative in  London,  desiring  to  show  his  sympathy  with  the 
national  rejoicings,  decorated  the  front  of  his  house  in 
Portland  Place  with  an  illuminated  device  in  which  the 
word  "  Concorde"  was  the  prominent  feature.  As  soon  as 
this  was  lighted  up  ominous  murmurings  were  heard  from 
the  crowd  outside.  Their  philological  instincts  led  them  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  word  was  French  for  "  conquered," 
and  monsieur  had  to  remove  the  offending  legend.  Perhaps 
Mr.  Almeric  FitzRoy  and  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  will  accept  the 
moral  of  this  history  and  avoid  the  manifestation  of  any 
unwelcome  exhilaration  over  the  Royal  Assent  to  a  measure 
which  must  at  any  rate  be  satisfactory  to  them. 

Some  Interesting  Difficulties 

figure  in  the  panorama  of  innova- 
tions which  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  has  to  unfold. 
Omitting  for  the  moment  the  conditions  and  extent  of  the 
licensing  provisions,  which  are,  of  course,  the  central 
feature  of  the  statute,  there  are  several  side-shows  the 
management  of  which  will  call  for  all  the  statesmanship  that 
pharmacy  can  muster.  The  curriculum,  for  example,  is  on 
the  programme.  It  may  not  be  easy  to  whip  this  once  high- 
mettled  steed  into  vigour  again,  but  those  who  recollect  the 
discussions  of  twenty  years  ago  will  realise  the  sentimental 
possibilities  of  'the  topic.  At  present  the  question  of  the 
effect  of  a  compulsory  curriculum  on  the  revenue  from 
examination-fees  has  to  be  considered,  and  it  may  damp  the 
elocutionary  fireworks.  The  Act  also  gives  the  parole  to  the 
advocates  of  the  division  of  the  Minor;  and  some  of  these 
are  in  real  earnest.  The  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  certain 
Colonies,  too,  will  be  heard  from  almost  by  return  mail  in 
reference  to  their  demand  for  reciprocity  of  certificates. 
The  statutory  non  possamus  formula  has  been  a  convenient 
reply  to  our  persistent  relatives  hitherto,  but  it  will  avail  no 
longer.  Bloomsbury  must  either  grasp  or  reject  the  pharma- 
ceutical hands  from  across  the  seas.  There  are,  besides,  other 
potential  candidates  for  a  place  on  the  British  register  of 
chemists  and  druggists.      These  are  "qualified  military 


dispensers"  and  "certified  assistants  to  apothecaries,"  who 
were  added  in  the  last  minute  of  the  Parliamentary  dis- 
cussion. These  ambitious  individuals  are  only  to  be  regis- 
tered if  they  can  "produce  evidence  satisfactory  to  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society "  that  they  have 
"sufficient  skill  and  knowledge,"  and  it  is  supposed  that 
this  condition  will  ensure  the  harmlessness  of  the  concession. 
But  is  it  to  be  expected  that  everybody  will  acquiesce  for 
ever  in  the  possibly  biassed  decision  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  respect  to  sufficiency  of  skill  and 
knowledge  ?  This  subsection  may  be  trusted  to  provide 
work  for  enterprising  lawyers. 

British  Empire  Pharmacy  Conditions 

are  admirably  sum- 
marised in  a  very  moderate  space  in  the  C.  <&  D.  Diary  for 
1909.  The  article,  or,  rather,  series  of  articles,  most  of 
which  were  evidently  written  with  local  ink,  suggest  many 
reflections.  One  is  the  conviction  of  what  a  wonderful  old 
Act  our  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  was.  Quite  a  score  of  Acts 
more  or  less  closely  modelled  after  it  are  in  force  in  various 
red-coloured  countries  of  the  earth,  the  inhabitants  of  which 
are  usually  inclined  to  be  keenly  critical  of  the  ideas  of  the 
old  folks  at  home.  Next  we  learn  with  some  disappoint- 
ment how  little  our  home-grown  talents  are  appreciated  by 
our  relatives  overseas.  "The  market  is  well  filled,"  says 
the  Australian  writer,  and,  moreover,  we  are  politely  made  to 
understand  that  if  we  are  rash  enough  to  defy  the  market, 
and  try  to  force  ourselves  on  it,  we  shall  not  have  much 
chance  of  success  as  pharmacists  in  the  Commonwealth 
unless  we  are  capable  of  rising  above  Old  Country  levels. 
Nor  is  it  advisable  to  go  to  New  Zealand  on  the  chance  of 
getting  employment  as  a  chemist's  assistant.  "  Now  is  not 
the  time"  to  go  to  Canada,  for  "the  Dominion  is  tem- 
porarily under  a  cloud,"  and  even  when  the  clouds  have 
rolled  away  Canada's  invitation  is  not  very  pressing,  for 
British  certificates  are  not  accepted  there  in  lieu  of  local 
qualification.  The  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  is  the  one  place 
on  earth  which  appears  to  be  short  of  qualified  assistants,  and 
we  might  get  1201.  to  150Z.,  and  possibly  200Z.  a  year  there, 
but  we  must  leave  our  prejudices  and  preconceived  ideas 
behind  us  if  we  hope  to  succeed.  Some  of  us  have  fondly 
fancied  that  our  preconceived  ideas  were  valuable  assets. 
We  are  strongly  advised  not  to  think  of  South  Africa  for 
some  years  to  come;  India,  Ceylon,  the  Straits  Settlements, 
Hong-Kong,  will  let  us  know  through  the  C.  <fc  D.  Supple- 
ment when  they  want  any  of  us;  Jamaica  "  is  overstocked 
with  qualified  men  " ;  in  Mauritius  "  the  supply  is  in  excess 
of  the  demand  ";  salaries  in  Barbados  and  the  West  Indies 
generally  are  small ;  and  "  the  opportunities  for  advancement 
and  making  money  in  British  Guiana  are  very  limited."  All 
that  need  be  said  about  these  reports  is  that  the  youths  who 
are  discouraged  by  them  are  not  made  of  the  stuff  which 
has  built  the  British  Empire  up  to  now. 

The  Syphon-trade 

is  in  a  critical  condition  so  far  as 
chemists  are  concerned  with  it,  at  least  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  London.  The  pampered  public  has  for  some  time 
past  been  getting  accustomed  to  a  weekly  call  from  certain 
manufacturers,  who  leave  full  syphons  and  take  away 
empty  ones,  and  though  many  chemists  have  provided 
similar  facilities  in  their  own  districts,  they  have  perhaps 
not  done  so  systematically  enough,  and,  besides,  they  have 
been  generally  undersold.  It  is  evident  from  the  reports  of 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Camwal  and  Idris  companies  that 
the  present  competition  is  occupying  the  attention  of  many 
competent  minds,  and  I  notice  that  the  former  company, 
having  modified  their  articles  of  association,  are  already 
commencing  the  house-to-house  delivery,  introducing  the 
innovation  effectively  by  means  of  samples  and  smart  litera- 
ture. From  the  shareholders'  point  of  view  this  is  satis- 
factory, and  it  is  probable  that  the  new  policy  was  inevitable. 
But  it  looks  like  a  further  squeeze  of  the  retail  chemist  all 
the  same.  The  Camwal  company  name  their  local  agents,  it 
is  true,  and  the  customers  can  pay  these  agents  a  call  if 
they  please  :  but  not  many  of  them  will  do  so.  The  chemist 
may  got  a  shilling  or  two  more  in  dividends  and  lose  pounds 
in  business.  The  syphon-tracle  has  been  particularly  his, 
and  it  is  a  trade  capable-  of  indefinite  extension.  Can 
nothing  be  done  by  organised  effort,  and  perhaps  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  companies  named,  to  save  it? 
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Is  being  extensively  advertised 
in  all  the  leading  papers. 
Chemists  would  do  well  to  be 
prepared  for  the  demand  which 
is  sure  to  ensue.  Retail  2d.;

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JEMtorial  Comments* 


The  New  Act. 

"  It  might  at  least  have  been  required  that  the  managing" 
director  of  any  company  formed  for  the  object  of  carrying  on  a 
pharmaceutical  business  should  be  qualified." — C.  <fc  D.  Editorial, 
July  30,  1898. 

Twenty -eight  years  have  elapsed  since  the  House  of  Lords 
decided  that  corporate  bodies  are  outside  the  penalising 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  Section  15.  At  the 
very  moment  that  the  decision  was  arrived  at  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  urged  immediate  amendment  of  the  Act, 
with  a  view  to  controlling  companies  which  then  existed, 
and  to  ensure  that  those  which  thenceforth  might  be 
formed  should  be  as  completely  controlled  by  qualified 
persons  as  were  the  pharmaceutical  businesses  of  indi- 
viduals. The  years  slipped  past,  comprising,  first,  a 
period  during  which  several  schemes  were  formulated  to 
make  corporate  trading  in  pharmacy  illegal ;  then  followed 
a  period  in  which  it  was  considered  politic  to  do  nothing ; 
and  finally  a  time  when  everybody  felt  that  something 
must  be  done — but  what  that  should  be  was  not  clear.  It 
was  during  the  third  period  that  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist enunciated  the  directorate  policy  above  quoted,  and  it 
has  held  the  field  since.  We  have  never  wavered  from  it, 
for  the  simple  reason  that  it  is  the  nearest  possible  expres- 
sion of  the  principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  .1868,  as  applied 
to  companies— the  only  way  to  bridge  the  break  in  the 
principle  made  by  the  House  of  Lords,  therefore  a  proposi- 
tion based  on  the  surest  foundation.  Now  that  the  Houses 
of  Lords  and  Commons,  at  the  solicitation  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  have  embodied  the 
proposition  in  an  Act  of  Parliament,  we  feel  entitled  to 
forget  the  jibes  and  jeers  which  have  been  directed  at  our 
policy  for  more  than  a  decade.  We  do  not  pretend  to  have 
done  more  in  this  matter  than  our  duty  as  an  influential 
and  leading  journal  of  the  drug-trade,  and  it  is  a  satisfac- 
tion to  us  to  have  had  the  assurance  of  official  and  un- 
official leaders  of  the  craft  that  the  consistency  and 
impartiality  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  its  efforts 
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to  assist  legislative  progress,  have  been  most  helpful  in 
securing  the  enactment  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

On  the  eve  of  the  season  of  peace  and  good  will  we 
should  be  throwing  away  space  were  we  to  deal  exhaustively 
with  the  contents  of  the  Act,  which  is  printed  in  full  in  this 
issue.    There  is  time  enough  for  that  task  before  the  law 
comes  into  force  on  April  1,  1909.    The  time  is,  however, 
appropriate  to  calm  consideration  by  opponents  within  our 
ranks  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act.    So  far  as  companies 
are  concerned,  their  advent  into  pharmacy  synchronised 
with  modern  methods  of  trading  and  reduction  of  profits. 
"Cutting"  and  "Companies"  have  been  regarded  by 
many  as  terms  for  the  same  thing,  and  it  was  thought  that 
by   putting   down   companies   by   legal   process   or  by 
legislative    enactment,    cutting    would    also    go.  That 
was  a  vain  delusion.      Some  still  regard  the  provisions 
of  the  new  Act  as  enabling  companies  to  do  legally 
something  •  that  they  have  hitherto  done  illegally.  We 
have    always    set    forth    the    belief    that    the  1880 
decision  was  final  in  respect  to  legality  of  companies  exer- 
cising every  one  of  the  enabling  provisions  of  Section  15, 
and  this  belief  has  been  sustained  by  the  opinions  of 
eminent  counsel  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  besides 
two  Lord  Chancellors.    Consequently  the  enactment  now 
provided  is  disabling  rather  than  enabling,  in  so  far  as  what 
hitherto  has  been1  done  without  let  or  hindrance  can  hence- 
forth be  done  only  under  control  of  qualified  men,  whose 
responsibility,  if  they  choose,  is  raised  beyond  the  influence 
of  mere  financial  considerations.    Moreover,  the  fact  that 
this  control  is  imposed  upon  all  companies,  however  small, 
should  ensure  that  paltry  one-man  concerns,  which  have 
got  round  the  Pharmacy  Act  by  way  of  company-registra- 
tion, will  not  in  the  future  be  formed  in  such  numbers  as 
they  have  been  during  the  past  quarter  of  a  century.  Most 
of  these  small  companies  can  only  support  one  man,  and,  as 
each  of  them  must  have  one  qualified  chemist  at  least  as 
manager,  there  will  not  be  enough  in  them  for  him  and  the 
owner  as  well.    We  commend  thoughtful  consideration  of 
the  Act  in  regard  to  this  matter.    Public  policy,  or  what 
we  chemists  are  accustomed  to  speak  of  as  "  the  safety  of 
the  public,"  is  in  every  line  of  Section  3,  and  chemists  are 
placed  in  a  secure  position  as  the  statutory  safeguard. 
Their  value  is  appreciated  immensely,  and  it  is  for  them 
to  see  that  they  get  an  adequate  recompense.    In  this 
connection  we  cannot  overlook  the  compulsory  curriculum 
provision.    If  pushed  to  the  limit,  it  is  capable  of  still 
further  appreciating  the  value  of  qualified  chemists,  because 
it  can  reduce  the  number  of  them.   This,  in  present  circum- 
stances, would  be  a  most  dangerous  power  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  to  handle.    We  suggest  that  for  a  time 
the  Council  should  be  content  with  the  existence  of  the 
power.    The  immediate  public  requirement  is  for  a  larger 
number  of  qualified  chemists,  and  it  is  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council's  duty  to  see  that  nothing  is  done  to  prevent  the 
public  getting  what  is  wanted — a  body  of  safe  men  for  the 
purpose  of  retailing  and  dispensing  poisons. 

*  *  * 

The  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  section  of  the 
Act  is  not  one  that  any  pharmacist  can  be  enamoured  of. 
It  infringes  the  principle  of  the  qualified  vendor ;  but  this 
was  already  infringed,  so  far  as  agriculture  and  horticulture 
are  concerned,  by  the  manner  in  which  carbolic  acid  was 
scheduled  as  a  poison,  and  it  has  to  be  acknowledged  that 
a  trade  in  such  poisons  has  been  established  outside  the  1868 
provisions,  and  in  spite  of  the  powers  which  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  had  to  stop  it.  In  such  circumstances  as 
these,  Parliament  is  accustomed  to  step  in  and  impose 


new  conditions  as  a  matter  of  expediency.  The  safe- 
guards provided  are  more  comprehensive  than  the  framers 
of  the  Bill  proposed,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  having 
had  the  terms  of  the  licensing  provision  narrowed  and  the 
clause  otherwise  amended.  The  other  new  poison-pro- 
visions will  have  to  be  carefully  studied.  There  is  more 
in  them  than  appears  on  the  surface.  By  extending 
Section  5,  as  well  as  Section  2,  to  Ireland,  two  conditions 
apply  to  the  sale  of  soluble  oxalates  in  Ireland — those  of 
the  Poisons  Act  and  the  Pharmacy  Acts  of  Ireland,  and 
those  of  the  present  Act.  As  the  pre-existing  conditions 
are  not  repealed,  soluble  oxalates  cannot  be  sold  by  un- 
qualified persons  in  Ireland,  but  the  mineral  acids  may  be. 

*  *  * 

The  things  that  are  not  in  the  Act  are,  perhaps,  most 
significant.  The  defeat  of  the  grocers'  pretension  that  they 
should  be  allowed  to  sell  poisons  packed  by  qualified 
chemists  must  serve  to  indicate  a  score  of  demands  which 
have  not  been  satisfied.  Chemists  will  probably  never 
know  the  risks  they  have  run  while  the  Bill  was  before 
Parliament.  All  sorts  of  requests  were  made  to  the  authori- 
ties, and  it  is  the  highest  tribute  to  the  manner  in  which 
chemists  have  carried  out  their  duties  to  the  public  that 
the  authorities  have  not  given  effect  to  the  solicitations  of 
their  unqualified  competitors. 

*  •*  # 

The  Act  has  naturally  called  forth  comment  in  the 
daily  papers,  which  in  the  main  content  themselves  with, 
intelligent  summaries  of  the  provisions,  to  which  no 
further  allusion  is  necessary.  Since  the  foregoing  was  put 
in  type,  we  have  received  a  considerable  amount  of  corre- 
spondence regarding  the  new  statutory  provisions,  and 
have  endeavoured  to  reply  to  most  of  it  in  this  issue— 
p.  982.  We  again  commend  careful  perusal  of  the  text 
of  the  Act  beginning  on  p.  967,  and  any  questions  arising, 
we  shall  be  glad  to  answer  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 
We  may  state  that  the  Act  has  not  yet  been  published  by 
the  Government  agents,  but  what  we  print  has  been 
carefully  collated  from  the  Bills  and  Parliamentary 
papers. 

The  Next  Budget. 

You  cannot  have  150  millions  a  year  spent  on  stufl  that  enfeebles- 
the  constitution  and  shatters  the  brain ;  you  cannot  have  that 
without  poverty.  (Hear,  hear.)  That  is  the  direction  in  which, 
we  can  do  something.  (Cheers.) — The  Chancellor  oj  the  Ex- 
chequer at  Liverpool  on  December  21,  1908. 

This  portion  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  peroration  on  Monday 
has  produced  some  perturbation  in  the  daily  Press,, 
especially  that  portion  of  it  which  is  not  fond  of  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  nor  of  Government's  policy  on 
the  liquor  trade.  The  utterance  is  a  mere  straw ;  but  it 
is  straws  that  tell  at  times  when  a  national  financial  deficit 
has  to  be  made  good.  For  that  reason  we  take  Mr.  Lloyd- 
George's  remark  from  our  own  point  of  view — viz.,  the 
chemical  industries  of  this  country  and  the  large  and  grow- 
ing export  trade  in  chemical,  medicinal,  and  pharmaceutical 
products  in  the  production  of  which  alcohol  is  used.  We 
do  not  suppose  that  the  Chancellor  dreams  of  treating  such 
products  in  the  same  way  that  he  will  "  stuff  that  enfeebles 
the  constitution  and  shatters  the  brain  "  ;  but  it  would  be 
well  for  manufacturing  chemists,  wholesale  druggists,  and 
others  interested  to  take  time  by  the  forelock  and  show  the 
Chancellor  the  necessity  for  safeguarding  industrial 
interests. 

The  Syphon=trade. 

We  cordially  endorse  the  remarks  by  "  Xrayser  "  in  regard 
to  the  urgent  need,  for  chemists,  especially  -in  London 
suburbs,  to  prevent  the  syphon-trade  slipping. out  of  their 
fingers.    Attention  was  first  called  to  this- matter  in  the 
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C  &  D.,  April  11,  when  we  emphasised  the  need  for  chemists 
making  a  regular  weekly  call.  It  is  this  that  tells.  Since 
then  in  some  of  the  suburbs  there  has  been  a  decided  advance 
move  by  chemists,  and  in  the  summer  months  those  of  them 
who  handle  Idris  waters  presented  good  householders  with 
a,  sample  syphon  of  soda  and  a  courteous  intimation  that 
regular  deliveries  could  be  arranged.  This  is  to  be  followed 
up,  we  understand,  by  actual  deliveries  to  customers  by  the 
manufacturers  on  behalf  of  retailers.  The  alteration  of 
the  "  Camwal "  articles  of  association  will  enable  them  to 
•do  the  same  thing.  There  is  no  question  about  the  busi- 
ness value  of  the  syphon-trade;  it  is  profitable  in  itself, 
although  it  entails  a  lot  of  labour,  and  it  has  the  double 
value  of  securing  customers  for  medicines  and  other  goods.

The  Imperial  Institute. 

A  Colonial  report  on  the  work  of  the  Imperial  Institute 
for  1906  and  1907  has  just  been  issued,  which  gives  a 
summary  of  the  investigations,  several  of  which  have  been 
referred  to  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  from  time  to  time.  A  glance  at 
the  report  shows  that  the  work  of  the  Scientific  and  Tech- 
nical Department  is  becoming  oi  increasing  importance  to 
the  Colonies,  not  only  as  a  means  of  investigating  and  pro- 
viding trustworthy  reports  as  to  the  probable  value  of 
little-known  materials,  but  also  through  the  supply  of 
information  respecting  the  requirements  of  manufacturers 
and  users  of  well-known  raw  materials.  During  the  year 
1906  twenty-seven  samples  of  drugs  were  reported  on,  as 
compared  with  thirty-seven  in  1907,  and  at  the  end  of  1907 
there  were  forty-two  samples  awaiting  investigation,  thirty 
of  which  were  from  India.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
investigation  of  the  best  process  of  extracting  morphine 
and  codeine  from  Indian  opium  is  now  practically  com- 
plete, and  preliminary  trials  on  a  small  commercial  scale 


have  been  so  successful  that  plant  is  now  being  constructed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  for  despatch  to 
the  Indian  Government  at  Ghazipur.  It  may  be  recalled 
that  in  1907  the  management  of  the  Imperial  Institute  was 
transferred  to  the  Secretary  for  the  Colonies,  acting  in 
association  with  the  Board  of  Trade.  A  more  energetic 
policy  has  since  then  been  in  force.  New  collections  have 
been  added  to  the  exhibition  galleries,  many  additional 
requests  are  reaching  the  Scientific  and  Technical  Depart- 
ment, and,  in  fact,  further  accommodation  has  had  to 
be  provided  in  a  temporary  building.  In  addition,  the 
number  of  visitors  has  considerably  increased.  The 
majority  (adds  the  report)  are  genuine  inquirers,  including 
those  from  schools  and  institutions  who  made  special 
arrangements  for  the  resources  of  the  British  Empire  to  be 
explained  in  detail. 

Salol  Dentifrices. 

Retail  chemists  are  aware  that  the  combination  of  certain 
phenolic  bodies  in  dentifrices  is  apt  to  lead  to  irritation 
of  the  gums,  owing  to  small  particles  adhering  thereto. 
This  is  especially  the  case  with  menthol  and  carbolic  acid, 
which  are  usually  reduced  to  liquid  condition  by  mixing  with 
camphor  before  trituration  with  the  powders.  We 
recently  (C.  <£•  D.,  October  31)  quoted  some  obser- 
vations by  M.  Dubreuilh  to  the  effect  that  salol 
dentifrices  produce  eczema  on  the  lips  and  in  the  buccal 
cavity.  We  gather  from  the  note  that  the  injury  is  attri- 
buted to  the  salol  splitting  up  into  salicylic  acid  and  phenol 
when  brought  into  contact  with  water,  and  the  liberation  of 
comparatively  large  quantities  of  these  antiseptics  in  the 
mouth  in  the  free  state  is  liable  to  produce  unpleasant  conse- 
quences. We  should  think  that  the  separation  is  not  due  to 
the  splitting-up  of  the  salol,  but  to  the  actual  liberation  of 
small  particles  of  that  body  from  solution,  and  that  is  a  most 
unusual  circumstance  in  properly  compounded  dentifrices. 

How  Diseases  are  Carried. 

Dr.  Andrew  Balfour  gave  during  the  discussion  on  a 
paper  on  "Vermin  as  Disease-carriers,"  by  Dr.  Louis  W. 
Sambon  ("Jour.  Incorporated  Soc.  for  the  Destruction  of 
Vermin,"  No.  1,  p.  3),  the  following  list  of  insects  and  the 
diseases  they  carry,  and  those  they  are  supposed  to  transmit 
are  marked  ( ?)  : 

Ants. — Cholera  (?),  dysentery  (?),  enteric  fever  (?),  and  all 
diseases  due  to  food-contamination  (see  Flies). 

Bed-bugs. — Anthrax  (?),  cerebrospinal  meningitis  (?),  en- 
demic gastric  catarrh  of  Austria-Hungary  (?),  leprosy  (?), 
Leishmaniosis  ( ?),  skin-diseases  (?),  spirochsetosis  (?),  tuber- 
culosis (Lefevre's  case),  typhus  fever. 
Cockroaches. — Plague  (?). 

Fleas. — Miliary  fever  ( ''.),  plague,  Tccnia  cucumerina, 
typhus  fever  ( ?). 

Flics  (non-biting). — Anthrax,  conjunctival  diseases,  cholera, 
diarrhoea,  dysentery,  enteric  fever,  myiasis  of  various  kinds, 
metazoan  parasites  by  depositing  the  eggs  on  food,  leprosy  ( ?), 
ophthalmia,  skin-diseases,  staphylococcic  infections,  trypano- 
somiasis (?),  tuberculosis. 

Flies  (biting,  apart  from  mosquitoes). — Anthrax  (as  in 
Cyprus),  septic  and  septicsemic  infections,  trypanosomiasis. 

^Mosquitoes. — Dengue  (?),  distomiasis,  filariasis,  malaria, 
Malta  fever  (?),  seven  days'  fever  (?),  Weil's  disease  (?), 
yellow  fever. 

Lice. — Skin-diseases,  spirochetosis.  _ 

Ticks. — Blackwater  fever  (?),  filariasis  (Filaria  pcrstans), 
plague  (?)  (Skinner),  Japanese  river  fever,  skin-diseases, 
spirochsetosis,  spotted  fever  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  trypano- 
somiasis (?)  (Manson's  suggestion),  typhus  fever. 


Messrs.  Evans,  Gadd  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Exeter,  have  published, 
at  tel.  per  copy,  a  card  19£  in.  long  by  12i  in.  deep  contain- 
ing the  Poisons  Schedule  which  will  come  into  force  on 
April  1,  1909,  and  a  detailed  list  of  poisons  showing  which  part 
of  the  schedule  they  are  in.  It  bears  sign  of  hasty  prepara- 
tion— e.g.,  coca  is  mentioned  in  the  list  as  in  Part  I.,  although 
it  is  not  scheduled  :  and  no  reference  is  made  to  the  conditions 
upon  which  the  sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons 
is  controlled  bv  the  Act,  nor  of  companies.

A  Bromoil  Bleacher. 

A  Writer  in  the  "Photo  Gazette"  recently  gave  the 
following  formula  for  a  bleacher  in  the  bromoil  process  : 
Potassium  ferricyanide  ...     5  grams 

Lead  nitrate    5  grams 

Distilled   water  100  c.c. 

The  fixed  and  washed  bromide  print  is  placed  in  this  solu- 
tion for  a  few  minutes.  The  result  is  a  reddish  image  on 
a  yellow  ground,  and  when  no  further  action  is  observed 
the  print  is  well  washed,  which  causes  the  image  to  dis- 
appear almost  entirely.  It  is  then  ready  for  the  pigmenting- 
process. 

One=solution  Eikonogen  Developer. 

The  following  developer  for  landscape  negatives  is  recom- 
mended by  Mr.  T.  C.  Warburg  : 

Eikonogen   1  oz. 

Potassium  carbonate     -         ...    1  oz.  5  dr. 

Sodium  sulphite  (crystals)      ...    4  oz. 

Distilled  water   34  oz. 

Heat,  the  ingredients  together  in  an  enamelled  iron  vessel 
until  dissolved,  then  keep  the  mixture  in  well-corked  bottles 
quite  full. 

For  use  as  a  developer  take  2  parts  of  this  solution  and 
add  1  part  of  water.  This  develops  a  negative  in  from 
four  to  seven  minutes. 

Reddish  Tones  on  P.O. P. 

The  following  bath  is  capable  of  producing  some  very 
artistic  tones  on  P.O. P.,  and  is  especially  adapted  for  use 
with  a  matte  paper  : 

1. 

Sodium  tungstate    90  grains 

Ammonium  sulphoeyanido     ...  150  grains 

Sodium  hyposulphito   3  oz. 

Water  to   20  oz. 

2. 

Gold  chloride    7£  grains 

Water    2  oz. 

Gradually  add  No.  2  to  No.  1  with  constant  stirring. 
The  prints  should  be  printed  to  about  the  usual  depth  for 
combined  toning  and  fixing,  and  they  should  not  have  been 
washed  previous  to  immersing  in  the  solution. 

A  New  Paper. 

A  Novelty  in  photographic  developing  paper  has  just 
been  placed  on  the  market  by  Messrs.  Houghton's,  Ltd. 
The  paper,  which  is  called  "Ensyna,"  is  the  outcome  of 
Schwartz's  work  on  silver-phosphate  positive  emulsion. 
The  silver  phosphate  is  in  the  earlier  patents  rendered 
more  sensitive  by  the  addition  of  potassium  chlorate,  and 
the  image  is  developed  by  a  weak  metol  solution.  The 
paper  has  a  greyish  glazed  surface,  and  is  exposed  about 
the  same  time  as  the  ordinary  gaslight  papers ;  but  on 
developing,  which  is  slow,  an  image  is  obtained  resembling 
in  colour  that  of  printing-out  paper.  Fixing  only  takes 
about  a  minute,  and  the  subsequent  washing  is  two 
minutes  in  running  water  or  three  or  four  changes  of 
water.  The  developer  is  supplied  in  tablets  known  as 
"  ensynoids,"  and  also  as  a  liquid  ;  but  the  formula  is  not 
published.  For  fixing  a  hypo  bath  (2  oz.  to  20  oz.  water) 
is  used,  but  an  acid  fixing-bath  sent  out  by  the  makers 
is  especially  recommended.  I  have  tried  the  paper  and 
have  found  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  satisfactory  results. 
I  think  the  novelty  of  the  paper  as  regards  ease  of 
manipulation,  short  washing  required,  and  colour  of 
prints  will  appeal  to  the  amateurs,  especially  those  who 
prefer  to  do  printing  by  night.  The  paper  is  equally 
adapted  for  daylight  printing,  and  owing  to  its  sensitive- 
ness has  much  to  recommend  it.  An  exposure  of  one  to 
five  seconds  to  diffused  daylight  is  all  that  is  needed, 
while  using  incandescent  gas  an  exposure  of  from  half  to 
one  minute  is  all  that  is  required.  Ensyna  paper  is  put  up 
in  packets  selling  at  from  6d.  to  1.?.  ;  it  is  also  sold,  in 
sheets  and  postcards. 


Dental  Notes. 

By  A  Licentiate  in  Dental  Surgery. 

Proper  Use  of  the  Tooth-brush. 

Few  people  use  their  tooth-brush  in  the  proper  way. 
This  is  due  to  want  of  instruction,  and  now  that  people  are 
beginning  to  appreciate  the  value  of  good  teeth,  a  few 
hints  given  on  any  suitable  occasion  would  be  a  great  help. 
While  to  a  certain  extent  brushing  across  the  teeth  is 
necessary,  too  much  brushing  in  this  direction  sometimes 
injures  the  gums  by  forcing  them  away  from  the  teeth. 
The  same  fault  is  found  with  the  up  and  down  brushing, 
but  if  the  two  above  methods  of  brushing  are  combined 
and  a  rotary  motion  given  to  the  tooth-brush  it  will  be  found 
to  be  best  and  avoids  any  injury  to  the  gums.  All  surfaces 
of  the  teeth  should  be  brushed,  the  crowns  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  internal  surfaces.  Owing  to  the  position  of  the 
wisdom  teeth  it  is  usually  difficult  to  keep  them  clean,  but  if 
the  mouth  is  opened  wide,  it  will  be  found  there  is  sufficient 
space  for  the  brush  to  be  inserted.  After  brushing,  the 
mouth  should  be  vigorously  rinsed  with  water  or  a  mouth- 
wash, as  this  removes  any  particles  of  food,  etc.,  which 
may  be  loosened  by  the  brush. 

Mouth=washes. 

Dental  caries  is  greatly  responsible  for  the  loss  of  the 
teeth,  and  it  should  be  the  duty  of  each  one  to  prevent  this 
in  every  possible  way  and  to  keep  the  mouth  in  a  healthy 
condition.  The  teeth  should  be  cleansed  every  morning  and 
evening  and  after  any  meals  if  convenient.  Night,  how- 
ever, may  be  said  to  be  the  most  important  time,  as  it  is 
then  that  any  food  which  has  lodged  between  the  teeth 
ferments,  producing  lactic  acid,  which  in  turn  decalcifies 
the  teeth  and  allows  entrance  for  bacteria.  While  there  are 
many  practitioners  who  object  to  the  use  of  mouth-washes, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  such  preparations  must  have  a  place 
in  preserving  the  teeth  and  keeping  the  mouth  clean.  I  can 
do  no  better  than  quote  the  words  of  Mr.  Mummery  in  a 
paper  on  the  subject  written  over  two  years  ago  : 

We  have  to  face  the  fact  that  the  food  of  modern  civilised 
man  is  on  the  whole  distinctly  detrimental  to  the  teeth,  and 
with  this  obvious  fact  before  us,  it  is  surely  the  duty  of 
every  dentist  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  teach  the  public  the 
only  sure  and  certain  preventive  of  denial  disease — namely, 
constant  and  thorough  cleansing  of  the  mouth  and  teeth  by 
means  of  the  tooth-brush  and  mouth-washes.

A MEETING  was  held  at  University  College,  Notting- 
ham, on  December  16.  Mr.  S.  J.  Pentecost  being  in 
the  chair.    A  paper  by  Mr.  John  M.  Wilkie,  B.Sc,  A.I.C.,

The  Volumetric  Determination  of  Phosphoric  Acid 
was  taken  as  read.  In  this  paper  the  author  shows  how 
phosphoric  acid  may  be  determined  with  great  accuracy 
by  direct  titration  of  the  acetic  acid  produced  after  addition 
of  silver  nitrate  and  sodium  acetate  to  the  solution.  Mr. 
S.  R.  Trotman,  M.A.,  F.I.C.,  then  delivered  the  second 
lecture  on 

^The  Bleaching  Industry. 

He  explained  that  Mr.  S.  J.  Pentecost  had  co-operated 
in  the  preparation  of  the  notes.  He  said  the  subject  of 
that  night — viz..  "The  Soda-boil,  etc." — was  one  of  even 
greater  importance  than  the  water  question  (C.  ct-  D.  Supple- 
ment, December  12,  p.  i.).  Each  process  became  more  im- 
portant as  they  went  on.  Failure  with  the  soda-boil  meant 
that  strong  bleaches  and  strong  acids  "would  have  to  be 
employed  afterwards,  with  consequent  "  tendering  "  of  the 
'fibres.  Some  knowledge  of  these  is  necessary  in  order  to 
understand  the  problem.  Cotton  is  a  unicellular  fibre  found 
on  the  outer  surface  of  the  cotton-seeds  ;  it  acts  as  a  protec- 
tion for  the  seeds  and  also  subsequently  aids  in  their  distri- 
bution. Like  all  vegetable  cells,  cotton-fibre  consists  of  an 
outer  cellulose  coating  containing  protoplasm,  fat,  wax,  and 
colouring-matter.  The  object  of  the  bleacher  is  to  remove 
all  the  constituents  other  than  cellulose  from  the  fibre  and 
to  let  the  ultimate  product  approach  to  pure  cellulose.  A 
remarkable  feature  of  the  cotton-fibre  is  its  natural  twist. 
Seen  under  the  microscope  it  looks  like  a  twisted  ribbon.  It 
is  this  twist  that  enables  cotton  to  be  spun,  and  gives  to  the 
fabric  that  elasticity  which  disinguishes  it  from  linen,  the 
fibres  -of  which  are  straight  and  stiff.  Cellulose  belongs  to 
the  group  of  "carbohydrates"  which,  when  heated  with 
strong  sulphuric  acid,  have  their  hydrogen  and  oxygen  with- 
drawn as  water,  leaving  the  carbon  behind.  Cold  concen- 
trated sulphuric  acid  readily  dissolves  cellulose,  forming  a 
viscous  solution  from  which  water  precipitates  "  amyloid," 
a  body  similar  in  reactions  to  starch  and  sugar.  Cellulose 
paper,  washed  with  strong  sulphuric  acid  and  subsequently 
treated  with  water,  has  a  precipitate  of  amyloid  thrown  on 
its  surface  which  closes  the  pores  on  drying  and  produces 
"the  substance  known  as  vegetable  parchment.  The  action 
of  hydrochloric,  nitric,  and  acetic  acids  upon  cellulose  was 
also  explained.  Alkalis  impart  to  cellulose  greater  strength 
and.  an  increased  power  of  absorbing  djfes.  The  action  is 
termed  "  mercerisation."  The  fibres,  now  of  a  lustrous 
appearance,  have  largely  lost  their  original  twist,  and  under 
the  microscope  look  more  like  tubes  than  twisted  ribbons. 
It  is  thus  that  most  cotton  goods  which  have  been  soda- 
boiled  show  a  slightly  increased  affinity  for  dyes.  Dilute 
solution  of  alkali  is,  however,  only  harmless  to  cellulose  in 
the  absence  of  air.  Oxycellulose  is  formed  in  the  presence 
of  oxygen  with  the  production  of  discoloration  and 
tendering.  In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Mr.  Trotman  ex- 
plained the  nature  of  washing,  a  process  that  the  bleacher 
had  to  thoroughly  understand.  The  greasy  envelope  which 
attaches  the  large  particles  of  dirt  to  the  fabric  being 
saponified,  they  are  set  free ;  but  the  removal  of  the  micro- 
scopical dirt  is  not  a  matter  of  such  simplicity.  If  a  solu- 
tion containing  minute  particles  be  examined  under  the 
microscope  it  will  be  observed  that  the  particles  are  in  a 
state  of  continual  oscillation  known  as  the  Browman 
movement  or  pedesis.  When  cotton  fibres  to  which  minute 
particles  of  dirt  adhere,  are  soaked  in  water  and  the  grease 
saponified  or  emulsified,  the  liberated  particles  ultimately 
hegin  to  oscillate,  and  if  the  conditions  are  such  as  to 
promote,  or  at  any  rate  not  to  hinder,  this  oscillation,  it  will 
gradually  increase  and  detach  them  from  the  fibres.  Pure 
water. is  a  powerful  promoter  of  this  action,  as  is  also  soap, 
and  its  action  can  be  assisted  by  a  little  alkali. 

Mr.  Eustace  Carey  (Widnes),  in  thanking  the  Section  for 
its  hospitality,  remarked  that  such  lectures  were  of  great 
use  to  the  manufacturers  of  soaps  and  chemicals,  as  well  as 
to  the  users.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the  joint  authors 
terminated  the  proceedings.

Chemical  Society. 


A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  'House  on  Thurs- 
day, December  17.    Sir  W.  Ramsay,  F.R.S. ,  who 
presided,  opened  the  proceedings  with 

A  Number  of  Interesting  Announcements. 

The  first  of  these  was  that  an  International  Committee 
has  been  formed  to  commemorate  Dr.  Lunge's  seventy -fifth 
birthday.  It  is  proposed  to  raise  a  "  Lunge  Stilting, " 
which  will  be  used  to  provide  (1)  a  bust  oi  the  veteran 
technologist  to  be  placed  in  the  Zurich  Polytechnicum,  and 
(2)  a  scholarship,  or  some  similar  fund,  to  aid  necessitous 
chemical  students  at  the  same  institution.  Subscriptions 
will  be  received  in  this  country  by  the  Chemical  Society 
for  this  purpose.  It  wa6  also  mentioned  that  Sir  Henry 
Boscoe  has  presented  to  the  Library  a  valuable  collection 
of  636  books,  including  among  others  a  complete  set  of  the 
"  Annalen  der  Chemie."  Perhaps  the  most  interesting 
notice  was  that  the  Council  has,  after  careful  consideration 
of  the  recent  voting  on  the  question  of  the  admission  of 
women  to  the  Fellowship,  decided  to  admit  women  as  "  sub- 
scribers." They  will  pay  30s.  per  annum,  for  which  they 
will  receive  all  the  publications  of  the  Society,  and  may  use 
the  Library  and  attend  meetings,  but  will  have  no  voice  in 
the  government  of  the  Society.  This  decision  has  been 
arrived  at  mainly  on  the  ground  that  an  application  for  a 
new  charter  would  not  be  entertained  by  the  Government 
Department  concerned,  in  view  of  the  large  minority  against 
the  admission  of  women  as  Fellows. 

The  first  three  papers  oh  the  list  were  by  Professor 
Emerson  Reynolds,  and  dealt  with  new 
Silicon  Compounds. 
The  main  object  of  this  research  was  to  obtain  cyclic  com- 
pounds with  an  atom  of  silicon  in  the  ring,  and  although  this 
piimary  object  was  not  secured,  a  number  of  interesting 
compounds  were  obtained  by  the  action  of  silicon 
tetrachloride  and  silicon  chloroform  on  potassium  pyrrole 
and  on  pyridine,  acetonitrile,  etc.  One  of  the  most 
characteristic  of  these  was  silicon  tetrapyrrole.  Si(C,H.lN)1, 
obtained  from  silicon  tetrachloride  and  potassium  pyrrole. 
Piofessor  Veley  followed  with  a  paper  on  the  affinity  values 
of 

Tropine  and  its  Derivatives 
as  measured  by  his  methyl-orange  method.  The  basis  of 
this  method  is  the  estimation  of  the  depth  of  tint  produced 
on  adding  a  solution  of  the  hydrochloride  of  the  base  to  a 
solution  of  methyl  orange.  Salts  of  weak  bases  undergoing 
hydrolysis  to  a  greater  extent,  and  therefore  producing 
more  marked  red  tint  tba.71  +^~~"  of  strong  bases.  In  this 
series  the  strongest  base  is  tropine  and  the  weakest  ecgonine. 
The  dissociation  of  tropine,  atropine,  and  hyoscyamine 
is  too  small  to  be  measured  by  this  method.  The  last  paper 
read  was  by  Professor  Crossley,  and  was  mainly  of  interest 
as  showing  that 

A  Sample  of  Ethyl  Malonate 
obtained  from  a  famous  German  house  contained  some 
ethyl  cyanoacetate,  and  gave  rise  in  the  course  of  some 
condensation  experiments  to  an  unexpected  compound  con- 
taining nitrogen.  Inquiries  elicited  the  statement  that  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  prepare  ethyl  malonate  free 
from  ethyl  cyanoacetate  (the  substance  from  which  it  is  pre- 
pared), though  the  firm  in  question  hopes  to  put  the  pure 
article  on  the  market  in  a  short  time.  Samples  of  the  ester 
obtained  from  other  houses  contained  far  more  of  the 
impurity  than  was  present  in  the  sample  which  Dr.  Crossley 
vorked  with  originally.

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

THE  fatalities  that  have  occurred  with  poisons  during; 
the  week  number  thirteen,  of  which  total  five  were- 
misadventures.  Of  the  poisons  taken,  three  were  in  Part  I.: 
and  five  in  Part  II.  of  the  Schedule,  while  in  five  instances 
the  poisonous  substances  were  unscheduled.  Thomas 
Summers  (51),  labourer,  Inkberrow,  committed  suicide  by 
taking  cyanide  of  potassium. — The  wife  of  Henri  Morger 
died  at  Nelson  Square,  London,  S.E.,  from  suspected: 
cyanide-of-potassium  poisoning.  The  husband,  a  traveller- 
in  cheap  jewellery,  is  supposed  to  have  administered  th& 
poison  before  attempting  to  commit  suicide  himself. — 
E.  H.  Humphreys,  a  Tredegar  schoolmaster,  died  from  am 
overdose  of  morphine. — Sarah  Lane  (39)  took  carbolic- 
acid  at  Southampton  while  depressed  by  money  worries. — 
Ada  P.  Rowe,  the  wife  of  a  Gloucester  licensed  victualler,, 
died  from  an  overdose  of  laudanum;  and  Annie  M.  Lad- 
broke  (70)  also  died,  at  Swardeston,  from  an  overdose  of" 
the  same  drug. — At  the  inquest  on  a  Padiham  weaver,, 
named  William  S.  Wiggins  (24),  death  was  stated  to  be  due- 
to  an  overdose  of  drugs.  The  deceased  was  in  the  habit  of 
taking  opium  and  sulphonal  to  induce  sleep. — James  W- 
Cave  (36),  farm-labourer,  was  found  dead  with  a  6-oz. 
bottle,  containing  about  half  an  ounce  of  laudanum,  by  his^ 
side.  At  the  inquest  a  neighbour  deposed  to  having 
obtained,  a  week  previously,  6  oz.  of  the  drug  for  the- 
deceased. — The  usual  verdict  was  returned  at  the  inquest, 
on  Adele  Weaver,  who  died  at  Wheatley  from  laudanum- 
poisoning. — Frederick  Pizzy  took  a  dose  of  spirit  of  salt: 
with  suicidal  intent,  and  died  last  week  from  starvation, 
as  he  had  been  unable  to  assimilate  any  food. — Henry  W. 
Tinsley  committed  suicide  at  Hoxton  by  taking  spirit  of" 
salt  (p.  961). — Robert  J.  Warwood,  licensed  victualler,, 
died  suddenly  at  Chatham.  He  stated  that  he  had  taken 
spirit  of  salt. — Albertha  A.  Stevens,  the  wife  of  an  Itchen- 
seaman,  committed  suicide  by  taking  salt  of  lemon. — 
William  W.  Wilson  (71),  Bridlington,  wished  to  take  su 
dose  of  cough-mixture,  but  obtained  the  dose  from  a  bottle.- 
containing  ammonia.    The  mistake  proved  fatal.

6c?.  has- 
been  refused  for  a  parcel  of  Persian  returned  from 
China.  Writing  on  December  13,  a  Smyrna  correspon- 
dent informs  us  that  15  cases  of  extra  Karahissar  were  sold 
for  export  at  from  112  to  115  piastres  (equivalent  to 
12s.  2c?.  to  12s.  9d.)  per  lb.  c.i.f.  European  ports.  The 
fact  that  purchasers  continue  to  ask  for  "extra"  quality, 
and  the  severe  cold  and  frosts,  have  caused  an  advance. 
Holders  are  unwilling  to  sell,  except  at  very  high  prices- 
Market  closes  firm,  arrivals  amounting  to  1,941  cases, 
against  1,307  cases  at  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year. 

Pepper. — Sellers  of  fair  Singapore  on  the  spot  quote- 
3gc?.,  and  to  arrive  a  fair  business  has  been  done,  including. 
January-March  and  February- April   at    3c?.    c.i.f.  d/w. 
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Singapore  White  is  quoted  4ffcZ.  for  fair,  and  the  sales  for 
arrival  include  December-February  shipment  at  4-j%d.  c.i.f., 
with  buyers  of  January-March  at  4-^gd.  (sellers  44|rf.) 
•c.i.f.  d/w. 

Pimento. — Quiet,  with  sellers  of  December-January  ship- 
ment at  19s.  per  cwt.  c.i.f. 

Potashes. — Sellers  of  Montreal  potashes  are  firmer  in 
Liverpool  at  34s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  a  fair  business  having  been 
•done. 

Quicksilver. — The  importers  still  quote  81.  10s.  per 
•bottle,  but  in  second-hands  81.  8s.  6d.  will  buy. 

Quillaia  is  extremely  scarce  in  all  European  markets ;  for 
halt  a  ton  42s.  is  quoted  on  the  spot. 

Quinine  is  without  alteration  at  from  7^d.  to  7|fZ. 
per  oz.  for  good^  German  brands,  and  in  Java  sulphate 
■business  has  been  done  to  the  extent  of  about  10,000  oz.  at 
6f-<7.  c.i.f.  terms  for  prompt  shipment,  the  spot  price 
■being  Id. 

An  auction  was  held  by  the  Amsterdam  Quinine  Works  on 
December  18,  when  l,417g  kilos.  Ed.  II.  quinine  sulphate  were 
■offered  and  sold  at  an  average  price  of  ll.Olfl.  per  kilo., 
against  11.033.  paid  at  the  previous  auction.  The  next 
auction  will  take  place  on  January  8,  and  will  consist  of 
1,4173  kilos.  Ed.  II.  The  exports  of  "  quinine,  quinine  salts, 
and  combinations"  from  Germany  during  the  ten  months 
.ended  October  1908  amounted  to  110,000  kilos.,  or  3,850,000  oz., 
against  163,100  kilos.,  or  5,708,500  oz.,  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1907,  a  decrease  of  53,100  kilos.,  or  1,858,500  oz. 

Santonin. — The  position  remains  unchanged,  and  from 
second-hands  business  has  been  done  at  13s.  per  lb.,  but 
13s.  6d.  is  now  the  price,  and  little  available  at  that. 

Sarsaparilla.—  For  Mexican  4^d.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  terms  is 
quoted. 

Senega  continues  to  sell  at  Is.  lid.  per  lb.  net  on  the 
spot. 

Shellac  is  dearer  for  spot  with  a  steady  trade  on  the  basis 
•of  84s.  to  85s.  for  fair  free  TN  orange,  and  in  matted  and 
blocky  qualities  from  79s.  to  82s.  has  been  paid.  For  arrival 
TN  for  January-March  shipment  is  quoted  82s.,  and  A.C. 
Garnet  at  80s.  c.i.f.  for  December- January.  Futures  are 
higher,  the  sales  comprising  January  at  82s.,  March  at  83s. 
to  84s.,  and  May  85s.  to  86s. 

Soy. — Sales  have  been  made  at  Is.  Zd.  per  gal.  duty  paid 
for  good  thick,  but  early  in  the  New  Year  better  prices  are 
anticipated. 

Turmeric- — The  Bengal  stock  of  turmeric  on  the  spot  is 
now  practically  exhausted,  sellers  for  arrival  quoting 
15s.  lQ^d.  per  cwt.  c.i.f.  for  December-January  shipment, 
and  for  split  Cochin  bulbs  13s.  has  been  paid,  the  spot 
market  being  bare. 

Wax  (Vegetable). — Japanese  is  quiet  on  the  spot  with 
sellers  at  55s.,  and  for  near-at-hand  the  business  done  in- 
cludes fifty  cases  at  48s.  per  cwt.  c.i.f.  terms. 

Manchester  Chemical-market. 

December  22. 

The  year  has  not  been  a  prosperous  one  for  the  Lancashire 
■chemical  trade.  Heavy  chemicals  do  not  show  much  change, 
except  bleaching-powder,  of  which  fair  sales  have  been  made 
for  delivery  over  next  year  at  the  reduced  prices.  Sulphate 
of  copper  continues  to  fluctuate,,  but  holders  do  not  press 
business.  Arsenic  is  a  shade  better,  but  there  is  no  improve- 
ment to  note  in  acetate  of  lime,  so  far  as  quotations  are 
concerned.  The  low  prices  ruling  should,  however,  stimulate 
trade.  In  drysalteries,  cutch  and  gambier  remain  steady. 
Miscible  naphtha  is  scarce  and  firm  at  fully  3s.  6d.  per  gal. 
Coal-tar  products  are  dull,  with  the  exception  of  sulphate  of 
ammonia,  which  is  offering  only  in  small  quantities  on  rails 
here,  both  for  spot  and  forward.  Fixed  oils,  farinas,  and 
sizing  flour  are  unchanged. 

American  v.  English  Gallon. 

The  United  States  Board  of  General  Appraisers  have 
■decided  that,  in  ascertaining  the  value  of  imported  essential 
•oils,  which  are  dutiable  on  an  ad  valorem  basis,  a  United 
States  gauger  or  measurer  of  such  merchandise  may  properly 
■ascertain  by  measurement  the  quantity  actually  imported  in 
American  gallons.  The  question  arose  over  the  importation 
•of  fir-tree  oil  (ol.  pini  sylvestris)  from  England,  which  was 
assessed  for  duty  at  25  ner  cent.  The  importer  set  up  the 
contention  that  the  oil  should  be  assessed  upon  the  invoice- 
value  of  the  English  gallons  represented  by  the  invoice,  but 
the  Board  is  unable  to  agree  with  the  contention  of  the  im- 
porters, and  ths  protest  was  accordingly  overruled.

What  more  true?  If  all  qualified  assistants  would  reso- 
lutely agree  against  working  for  companies  with  unqualified 
directors  (as  I  myself  did  throughout  sixteen  happy  years 
of  assistantship),  methinks  members  of  our  craft  would 
have  little  occasion  to  petition  Parliament  to  reserve  to  us 
our  honestly  earned  title  of  "chemist"  (never  mind 
"pharmacist");  and  chemists  might  do  well  to  point  out 
this  fact  to  their  employes,  especially  young  ones.  Mr. 
A.  C.  Wootton  (April  9)  says  : 

There  is  far  too  great  a  tendency  to  look  to  England, 

to  Parliament,  to  some  society,  or  to  somebody,  to  do  for  us 

what  we  ought  to  do  for  ourselves. 

What  more  reasonable?  Our  trade  will  never  be  "  played 
out"  so  long  as  pain  continues  to  exist,  for  all  the  pessi- 
mists may  say;  and  if  the  four  quotations  here  mentioned 
were  appreciated  by  the  assistants  of  to-day  and  those 
coming  on,  and  these  were  true  to  their  colours,  parasites 
(I  use  the  term  in  a  botanical  sense)  would  very  soon  cease 
to  have  a  "chemist's  department"  attached  to  their  busi- 
nesses, and  we  should  smile  again  !

■compete,  we  must  ask  you  to  kindly  advance  to  the  original 
protected  prices — namely,  lOgrf.  and  2s.  2d. — thereby  saving 
further  friction  on  the  sale  of  our  goods.  Thanking  you  in 
anticipation,

Is  There  Room  for  More  in  Pharmacy  ? 
Mr.  Oldfogey  does  not  understand  how  much  things  have 
changed.  The  young  chemist  of  to-day  would  not  be  con- 
tent to  wash  his  own  windows,  sweep  his  shop,  and  feel  that 
after  thirty  years'  work  he  would  find  himself  the  possessor 
of  only  the  very  modest  sum  mentioned  in  Mr.  Oldfogey's 
letter. 

Sir, — Such  is  one  of  the  deliverances  of  Mr.  Degen  in 
your  present  issue,  but  so  far  as  my  own  observation  goes, 
which  I  imagine  extends  over  a  period  much  longer  than 
your  correspondent's  (and  indeed  than  that  of  the  majority 
■of  your  readers),  it  is  my  deliberate  opinion  that  many — 
ay,  very  many — of  the  Messrs.  Youngbloods  of  the  present 
time  may  only  be  too  pleased  and  thankful  at  the  end  of 
thirty  years  to  find  themselves  in  possession  of  "the  very 
modest  sum  mentioned,"  etc.  In  support  of  this  opinion 
let  me  'direct  Mr.  Degen's  attention,  along  with  that  of 
your  readers,  to  the  "Recent  Wills"  of  eight  deceased 
chemists  as  set  forth  on  p.  932  of  your  present  issue.  Their 
businesses,  situate  in  all  parts  of  the  Kingdom,  we  may,  I 
think,  fairly  assume  to  be  of  the  ordinary  provincial  type, 
and  we  find  that  the  aggregate  of  the  estates  left  behind 
them  totals  7,8012.  9s.  6d.,  which  works  out  at  975Z.  3s.  fyd. 
■each.  In  face  of  these  figures  Mr.  Oldfogey's  balance- 
sheet  can  by  no  means  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory,  seeing 
-that  in  addition  to  freehold  property,  Consols,  etc.,  totalling 
some  750?  ,  he  has  stock  and  fixtures  which  may  be  worth 
.another  250/.  or  300/.,  of  which  he  takes  no  account.  Now, 
although  Mr.  Degen  evidently  regards  such  a  sum  as  "  very 
small  potatoes,"  I  opine  that  the  majority  of  us  who  have 
the  earning  of  it  by  means  of  the  drug-business  will  look 
upon  it  very  differently,  remembering  the  task  it  imposes. 
I  shall  doubtless  be  regarded  by  your  correspondent  as 
another  of  "  the  Rip  Van  Winkles  of  the  commercial  and 
professional  world."  Be  it  so,  but  "facts  are  chiels  that 
winna  ding,"  and  the  figures  above  quoted  are,  to  me  at  least, 
ample  justification  for  the  comments  of  Mr.  Oldfogey,  as 
well  as  his  practice,  to  say  nothing  of  his  "contented 
mind."

Sir, — Upon  reading  the  article  "Keeping  in  Step"  in 
the  G.  <L-  D.,  November  28,  it  immediately  struck  me  that 
some  delay  must  have  taken  place  in  the  publication  of 
the  history.  The  excellent  moral  is  "  Excelsior,"  but  the 
snow-clad  heights  are  those  of  a  previous  century  to  that 
in  which  the  hand  of  Providence  is  at  present  mitigating 
the  icy  blast.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  "steal  the  water  "  of 
Mr.  Degen.  But  may  I  inquire  if  the  business  acquired 
by  my  friend  Youngbeans  was  the  historic  pharmacy  of  the 
article  in  question  ?

Those 
who  remember  Youngbeans  at  Muter's  will  recall  at  once 
the  rather  diffident  and  hardworking  man  of  very  ordinary 
attainments.  A  better  man  for  a  dispensing  counter  or  a 
lab.  than  as  pilot  of  a  business,  one  would  have  said. 
Judge  then  of  my  surprise  to  find  Youngbeans  behind  the 
counter  at  No.  4  High  Street — an  older  and  more  mature 
Youngbeans,  and  something  more  confident  in  manner. 
The  present  matter  required  a  little  drawing  out,  but  I 
got  it,  and  here  is  what  he  told  me  : 

Well,  yes.  What  do  you  call  succeeding  ?  There  was  a 
great  deal  for  me  to  learn  when  I  took  the  place  you  see,  and 
somehow  that  sort  of  knowledge  hadn't  exactly  come  my 
way  before.  And  again,  Newman  only  had  "  Old  Fogey " 
to  compete  against,  whereas  I  have  had  to  make  my  business 
in  competition  with  Newman ;  and  without  reflecting  in  any 
way  upon  Mr.  "  Old  Fogey,"  whom  everybody  here  speaks 
highly  of,  which  would  you  prefer  yourself  as  a  business 
competitor  ?

dollar  and  his  native  honesty.  There  was  his  picture.  His 
right  hand  on  the  keyboard  of  a  typewriter,  his  left  held  a 
telephone-receiver  to  his  ear.  His  head  was  bald,  hie  eye 
mesmeric,  and  his  watch-chain  expressed  self-satisfaction.

Legal  Queries. 

Before  submitting:  questions  for  reply  in  this  secHon  please  refer 
to  the  "C.  &  D.  Diary,  1909"  for  the  following-  subjects:

Legal  masters  generally,  p.  233. 


M.  P.  S.  (152/4)  is  a  qualified  chemist,  and  managing 
director  of  a  private  limited  company  of  chemists  in  which 
he  is  principal  shareholder.  Can  he  designate  himself  "  Mr. 
Blank,  Pharmacist,  Manager"?  [Certainly.  As  the  bona- 
fide  manager  of  the  shop  it  will  be  necessary  for  "  M.  P.  S." 
to  exhibit  his  certificate  of  registration,  and  his  name  must 
be  conspicuously  exhibited  in  the  shop.  The  title  may  be 
placed  with  the  latter.] 
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J.  M.  (150/18)  asks  what  is  to  be  the  position  of  drug-stores 
under  the  new  Act  ?  [It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  framers 
of  the  Act  to,  interfere  with  persons  who  do  not  keep  open  shop 
for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  and  compounding  of  poisons, 
and  who  do  not  carry  on  the  business  of  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  under  either  of  these  titles, 
but  such  drug-stores  may  apply  for  a  licence  under  Section  2 
for  the  sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons,  and 
they  must  conform  with  the  provisions  of  Section  5  in  selling- 
sulphuric,  nitric,  and  hydrochloric  acids  and  soluble  oxalates.] 

Aspirin  (151/6). — Section  16  of  the  1868  Act  exempts  from 
the  provisions  of  Sections  1  to  15  the  business  of  a  wholesale 
dealer  supplying  poisons  in  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale 
dealing,  and  the  terms  of  Section  17.  as  regards  labelling 
with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller,  do  not  extend  to 
sales  by  wholesale  to  retail  dealers  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
wholesale  dealing.  A  registered  chemist  keeping  open  shop 
has  been  fined  for  treating  a  sale  of  poison  as  a  wholesale 
transaction,  and  generally  our  advice  to  retailers  is  to  regard 
all  sales  of  ooison  (irrespective  of  quantity)  as  retail  sales. 
An  unqualified  person  keeping  a  retail  shop  should  not  sell 
poisons  therein  except  in  strict  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  Act  above  quoted. 

/.  T.  (152/5)  is  a  registered  chemist,  having  passed  the 
Modified  examination.  He  is  manager  to  a  chemists'  com- 
pany, and  he  wants  to  know  how  he  can  conform  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  new  Act  as  regards  the  exhibition  in  the  shop 
of  his  certificate  of  qualification,  seeing  that  Modified  men 
do  not  receive  a  certificate  similar  to  Minor  men.  [This  point 
will  have  to  be  considered  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council. 
The  Society  is  not  compelled  by  the  Act  to  give  any  registered 
chemist,  even  a  Minor  man,  a  certificate,  but  it  has  always 
been  customary  to  notify  by  letter  persons  who  were  regis- 
tered as  being  in  business  before  the  Act,  and  those  who  have 
passed  the  Modified  examination,  that  they  are  registered. 
Such  letters  are  a  sufficient  certificate  for  the  purposes  of 
the  new  Act,  and  those  who  have  not  such  letters,  or  have  not 
preserved  their  Minor  certificates,  should  ask  the  Registrar, 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  to  certify  that  their 
names  apoear  on  the  current  Register  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists.] 

E.  J.  W.  (83/38)  is  an  apothecaries'  assistant  carrying  on 
business  on  his  own  account,  and  asks,  if  he  turns  his  business 
into  a  limited  company,  if  he  can  call  himself  "chemist  and 
druggist  "  without  having  a  qualified  man.  [No  ;  the  directo- 
rate of  the  company  must  include  a  registered  chemist  who  is 
the  superintendent  of  the  company  and  has  the  control  and 
management  of  the  poisons  department.  See  Section  3  of  the 
Act  printed  in  this  issue.  The  fact  that  a  licentiate  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  is  a  shareholder  will  not  legalise 
sales  of  poison  by  an  apothecaries'  assistant  on  behalf  of  the 
company.  An  apothecary  as  such  has  no  special  privilege 
under  the  new  Act,  and  cannot  take  the  place  for  a  company 
of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  who 
alone  can  be  managers  or  superintendents  for  companies. 
Thus,  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  being  a  body  corporate,  and 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  and  com- 
pounding of  poisons,  will  come  under  the  new  Act  on  and 
after  Aoril  1.  1909.  The  superintendent  of  the  Society's  shop 
should  be  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist.] 

Anxious  (149/36)  is  a  registered  chemist  who  has  a  branch 
shop  which  is  managed  by  an  unqualified  person,  and  in  view 
of  the  new  Act  he  wishes  to  know  whether  he  can  continue 
under  the  present  management,  provided  he  does  not  use  the 
title  "  chemist  and  druggist  "  or  any  other  Pharmacy  Act 
title  on  the  premises,  and  ceases  to  sell  or  dispense  poisons 
therein.  [It  is  impossible  at  present  to  answer  this  question 
fully.  Section  3  of  the  Act  requires  that  any  person  who, 
being  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist 
and  druggist,  carries  on  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  shall  in  each  place  where  the 
business  is  not  conducted  by  himself  employ  a  registered  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  as  the  case  may 
be,  as  bona-fide  manager  of  the  shop.  The  use  of  the  title 
and  the  dispensing  and  selling  of  poisons  certainly  constitute 
"  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  chemist,"  but  whether  or  not 
these  acts  alone  comprise  all  that  is  meant  by  "  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  "  has  still  to  be  deter- 
mined. "  Anxious  "  will  have  taken  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion by  doing  as  he  proposes,  but  we  are  not  prepared  to  say 
that  a  branch  business  so  conducted  will  in  law  cease  to  be  a 
part  of  the  chemist's  business  carried  on  by  him.  We  some 
months  ago  expressed  the  opinion  that  such  a  course  as  that 
proposed  would  not  relieve  registered  chemists  of  their  lia- 
bility under  the  section,  but  we  understand  that  this  view  is 
held  by  some  for  whose  opinion  we  have  every  respect  to  be  at 
least  doubtful.  It  would,  therefore,  be  well  for  our  subscriber 
not  to  be  precipitate,  as  the  authorities  may  before  April  1, 
1909,  give  some  indication  as  to  what  they  mean  to  do  in  cases 


where  registered  persons  exercise  the  same  rights  as  unregis- 
tered persons.] 

SlinQsby  (150/21). — The  object  of  registering  a  trade-mark 
is  to  make  the  mark  distinctive  of  the  goods  to  which  it 
applies,  so  that  the  Courts  give  the  owner  of  the  registered, 
trade-mark  protection  against  its  use  for  similar  goods  by 
another  person.  If  the  trade-mark  is  not  registered  the  owner- 
may  still  have  right  to  it  in  common  law,  but  he  has  to- 
establish  that  fact,  which  is  frequently  a  tedious  and  expen- 
sive process ;  whereas  the  Courts  take  registration  as  'prima 
facie  evidence  that  the  mark  belongs  to  the  .person  in  whose- 
name  it  is  registered.  This  is  a  material  advantage,  warning 
off  practically  all  competitors,  for  only  in  few  instances  Ao 
the  latter  retaliate  by  moving  that  the  mark  should  be- 
removed  from  the  register  as  it  is  common  property  or  other- 
wise improperly  registered.  In  the  case  of  your  three  pro- 
prietary medicines,  if  they  were  on  the  market  before- 
August  13,  1875,  application  for  the  registration  of  the  name.- 
should  be  made  under  Section  19  of  the  1906  Act,  and  if  they 
are  accepted  by  the  Comptroller-General  for  registration,  you* 
may  find  the  money  well  spent.  Trade-mark  agents  advertise- 
in  the  C.  <£•  D. 

Lux  (132/18).— See  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  235,  as  to  assistants" 
holidays. 

Aspirin  (132/29).— See  reply  to  "  J.  E.  H."  in  our  issue  o£ 
December  19.  "  Teeth  carefully  extracted  "  is  getting  near 
the  border-line,  and  had  better  not.  be  used  by  persons  who. 
are  not  registered  as  dentists. 

S.  V.  11.  (150/40).— A  spirit-dealer's  licence  to  sell  not  less- 
than  2  gals,  of  spirit  at  a  time  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Excise  authorities  without  a  justices'  licence,  but  the  licence- 
to  sell  spirits  by  retail  can  only  be  obtained  upon  the  justices' 
certificate. 

Nemo  (148/32).— If  the  agreement  is  fairly  stated  by  you., 
and  no  reservation  was  made  by  B  as  to  the  recipe  for  the- 
proprietary  article,  he  is  bound  to  supply  A  with  the  recipe  for 
that  article.  If  not,  A's  only  course  is  to  enforce  the  penalty 
clause  of  the  agreement.  The  question  as  to  the  value  of  the 
recipe  does  not  yet  arise. 

It.  W.  B.  (146/47).— It  is  legal  to  use  acid  phosphate  of  cal- 
cium instead  of  tartaric  acid,  citric  acid,  or  cream  of  tartar 
in  the  preparation  of  baking-po  vdei  and  self-raising  flour. 
We  do  not  recall  any  case  in  which  it  has  been  alleged  that 
the  acid  phosphate  is  injurious  to  health,  and,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  it  is  not. 

Postcard  (147/57).— Although,  as  pointed  out  in  the  C.  &  D.. 
Diary,  1909,  p.  209,  a  person  has  been  imprisoned  for  sending 
"  indecent  articles"  (including  "  rubber  goods")  by  post,  we- 
cannot  say  that  "  rubber  goods  "  alone  are  regarded  by  the- 
Postmaster-General  as  indecent.  The  fact  that  they  are  regu- 
larly carried  by  post  without  interference  ought  to  satisfy 
you. 

Folio  (148/24). — You  are  misinformed  in  regard  to  the- 
effect  of  the  Dentists  Act.  A  person  who  is  not  a  registered) 
dentist  cannot  describe  himself  as  a  "  surgeon-dentist " 
when  he  employs  a  registered  dental  surgeon.  The 
dental  surgeon  so  employed  would  be  liable  to  a  charge  of 
"infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect"  for  covering. 
While  "  painless  extractions  "  has  been  held  to  be  a  descrip- 
tion indicating  that  the  user  is  specially  qualified  to  practise- 
dentistry,  the  decision  does  not  extend  to  "advice  free." 

TF.  G.  (150/19).— "  Hazeline  Snow"  is  a  registered  trade- 
mark, and  the  use  of  any  title  of  a  closely  similar  nature  is 
attended  with  considerable  risk  by  the  user.  If  the  article 
sold  resembles  "  Hazeline  Snow  "  in  the  manner  in  which  it- 
is  put  upon  the  market,  there  is  likely  to  be  good  ground 
for  an  action  in  respect  to  colourable  imitation.  In  cases 
of  the  kind  judges  always  take  into  account  the  whole  of  the- 
circumstances  which  have  led  up  to  the  use  of  the  title  so 
closely  resembling  a  registered  trade-mark  as  to  mislead  the- 
unwary.

Luminous  (61/25).— Luminous  Paint.— The  various  recipes- 
for  this  were  last  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  June  3  1905,  p.  859, 
and  are  also  to  be  found  in  "  Pharmaceutic^  Formulas 
Balmain  s  luminous  paint,  which  has  a  basis  of  luminous  cal- 
cium sulphide,  is  still  obtainable. 
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B.  F.  (129/68).— Effervescing  Saline.— The  following  for- 
mula meets  your  requirements,  as  sodium  sulphate  has  a 
.-specific  action  in  promoting  activity  of  the  liver:

C.  A.  S.  (129/10).— Staining  Leaves  Red.— We  do  not  think 
the  red  leaf  is  artificially  stained,  as  it  is  difficult  to  get  leaves 
to  take  up  colour  at  all  evenly.  In  these  circumstances  it  is 
that  coloured  paraffin  wax  is  employed.  The  wax  is  coloured 
with  an  aniline  dye,  and  when  melted  the  leaves  are  dipped  in. 
The  result  is  not  very  successful. 

G.  H.  G.  (123/36). — (1)  Nit-ointment.— It  would  not  be 
difficult  to  modify  the  perfume  of  the  nit-ointment  if  that  is 
the  only  objection  you  have  to  the  formula.  Omit  the  oil 
-of  verbena  and  use  instead  oil  of  lavender  or  oil  of  rose 
geranium.  (2)  Starch-gloss. — The  following  recipes  are  from 
'"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  :

Powdered  white  soap    1  oz.

Borax    ...  lib. 

French  chalk   12 oz.

These  powders  are  employed  by  dipping  therein  a  piece  of 
'flannel  and  then  rubbing  the  flannel  on  to  the  right  side  of 
the  article  to  be  starched.

But  the  proportions  are  often  varied.  A  method  of  making 
the  preparation  from  paraffin  candles  was  described  in  detail 
in  the  C.  <(■  D.,  September  29,  p.  512. 

J.  O.  (7/1).— Flash-paper. — The  following  is  a  recipe  for  the 
iflash-paper  employed  in  instantaneous  photography  : 

Flexible  collodion    5  oz. 

Powdered  magnesium     ...       ...  2oz. 

Potassium  chlorate   20  grains 

Alcohol   1  oz. 

Dissolve  the  potassium  chlorate  in  the  alcohol  and  add  to 
the  collodion  with  which  the  magnesium  powder  has  pre- 
viously been  mixed.  The  liquid  is  then  poured  on  to  clean 
glass  plates,  which  are  placed  in  a  level  position  until  the 
-solvents  evaporate.  When  the  coating  is  dry,  cut  all  round 
within  one-eighth  of  an  inch  from  the  outer  edge  with  a 
penknife  and  straight-edge;  lift  the  film  at  one  corner,  when 
it  will  leave  the  glass  freely.  The  sheets  are  cut  up  into 
pieces  about  5  in.  square,  and  stored  between  sheets  of 
paper.  When  required  for  use,  pin  a  sheet  of  the  film  to  any 
"Convenient  holder  and  apply  a  lighted  match  to  the  corner 
-of  the  film. 

Anxious  (143/65). — The  term  "Apoplexy"  is  generally 
applied  to  the  condition  caused  by  a  cerebral  haemorrhage, 
but  it  is  also  applied  to  conditions  caused  by  the  blocking 
of  a  cerebral  vessel  by  a  vegetation  from  one  of  the  heart- 
valves  (embolism),  or  by  clotting  of  blood  taking  place  in  a 
cerebral  vessel  (thrombosis).  There  is  usually  some  perma- 
nent paralysis  left  as  the  result  of  any  one  of  these  condi- 
tions. The  rules  for  patients  to  follow  in  the  first  case  are  : 
a  regular  life,  free  from  excitement  or  stress;  a  simple  diet ; 
■sleeping  with  the  head  high  ;  the  avoidance  of  straining  at 
-stool  (say,  by  taking  every  morning  one  or  two  teaspoonfuls 
of  sodium  sulphate-  in  half  a  tumblerful  of  warm  water) ; 
the  wearing  of  light  woollen  clothing,  and  avoidance_ of  ex- 
tremes of  temperature.  In  the  second  two  cases  the  indica- 
tions are  the  same,  exoept  that  milk  should  not  enter  much 
into  the  diet,  as  its  richness  in  calcium  tends  to  promote 
•clotting  in  the  vessels.  If  there  aro  any  paralysed  limbs,  they 
-should  be  gently  rubbed.  Haemorrhage  and  embolism  are 
sudden  in  their  onset  and  give  no  warning;  thrombosis  is 
generally  preceded  by  a  feeling  that  all  is  not  well,  and  some 
Toss  of  memory  and  power  of  conducting  mental  processes. 
The,  doctor  who  attended  the  case  will  probably  know  the  oon- 
'  dition  pi-esent,  and  his  advice  should  be  asked  in  the  matter 
of  regime  for  the  future. 

Aram  (147/43).— Your  cough-powder  formula  should  not  be 
interfered  with.    The  product  is  sif?.  and  the  addition  of 


a  narcotic  is  not  advisable.  It  would  be  better  to  order  a 
powder  every  night  and  omit  from  tho  label  tho  direction 
about  the  nitre. 

Canine  (South  Africa)  (108/41).— For  Eczema  in  hip  dogs 
our  correspondent  tried  tho  following : 


Sulphur    4  lb. 

Whale  oil    4  lb. 

Paraffin    1  lb. 

Liq.  cresol.  saponat.   £  lb. 


While  rubbing  it  in  tho  dog  commenced  to  stagger  and  fell 
into  a  fit  of  convulsions.  The  vet.  and  "Canine"  suspected 
poison,  and  drenched  her  with  cold  water  for  an,  hour  and 
a  half,  apomorphine  injection,  mustard,  etc.,  then  gave  her 
up  and  left  her  for  dead.  Next  morning  she  was  all  right. 
"Canine"  sent  a  pot  of  the  ointment  up  to  a  man  who 
was  keeping  a  pup  for  him,  and  he  called  in  tho  afternoon 
to  say  that  he  rubbed  it  in  and  the  pup  died  in  five  minutes. 
This  points  to  the  fact  that  dogs  are  very  susceptible  to 
cresylic  acid,  and  "Canine"  wonders  what  the  effect  would 
be  on  human  beings.  Is  it  possible  that  a  new  po'sonous 
substance  was  evolved  as  the  result  of  tho  combination  ? 
[Such  symptoms  as  these  are  not  uncommon  when  phenols  are 
applied  to  the  skin— e.g.,  carbolic  applications  to  burns  are 
extremely  hazardous,  and  fatal  results  have  in  some  cases 
been  averted  with  difficulty.] 

Anxious  Ireland  (149/39).— See  reply  to  "  Anxious  "  (143/65), 
which  is  in  respect  to  a  substantially  similar  case  of  paralysis. 

E.  E.  C.  (131/29).— Digestive  Syruf. — The  following  recipe

As  you  desire  a  whiter  mass,  we  suggest  that  in  place  ot  the 
tar  and  pitch  you  employ  an  equal  quantity  of  rubber-linseed 
oil  made  by  heating  together  5  parts  of  rubber  in  95  parts  ot 
linseed  oil. 

L  H  E.  (132/70).— We  do  not  know  the  book  you  mention  ; 
if  you  could  recollect  the  name  of  the  author  it  would  help  us 
to  help  you. 
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Teeth  (Amsterdam)  (128/68). — It  is  difficult  to  preserve  a 
tooth-paste  in  small  tins,  because  the  moisture  in  the  paste, 
often  containing  glycerin,  soon  promotes  the  formation  of 
rust  on  the  edge  of  the  tins.  By  filling  the  tins  while  hot 
with  melted  paraffin  wax  the  trouble  is  minimised,  but  care 
must  be  taken  to  make  the  paste  very  stiff — i.e.,  use  the 
smallest  possible  amount  of  moisture.  If  you  have  not  a  suit- 
able formula  let  us  know. 

Ajax  (141/60). — The  sample  of  "  some  kind  of  cement  "  is  of 
no  interest  to  us  until  we  know  something  of  its  uses  and 
origin.  Even  then  the  few  grains  you  send  would  not  be  of 
much  help  to  us  if  an  analytical  examination  were  required. 

Sab'rina  (143/71). — (1)  Can  you  give  us  further  information 
about  the  granular  preparation  ?  (2)  We  do  not  know  the 
particular  shampoo-liquid  to  which  you  refer,  but  have  often 
published  formulae  for  the  spirituous  liquids  which  are  used 
in  the  same  way. 

Central  (92/64).— (1)  Parry's  Lemon-oil  Test.— Mr.  E.  J. 
Parry's  method  of  determining  the  amount  of  citral  in  lemon 
oil  was  first  published  in  the  C.  &  T).,  March  3,  1900,  p.  376. 
The  process  is  as  follows: 

Two  hundred  c.c.  of  the  oil  is  concentrated  to  25  c.c.  in  a 
Wurtz  flask  under  a  pressure  which  should  not  exceed 
15  mm.  The  175  c.c.  of  terpenes  obtained  contain  a  little 
citral,  but  the  quantity  is  so  small  that  it  may  be  neglected. 
Ten  c.c.  of  the  residue,  of  which  the  sp.  gr.  is  known,  is 
shaken  with  a  solution  of  5  grammes  of  cyanacetic  acid  and 
5  grammes  of  ordinary  caustic  soda  in  30  c.c.  of  water  in  a 
small  absorption-flask  with  a  long  graduated  neck,  and  the 
non-absorbed  residue  read  off.  The  sp.  gr.  of  citral  is  so 
near  that  of  the  concentrated  oil  used  that  they  may  be 
taken  as  identical. 

The  normal  citral-content  of  lemon  oil  is  between  5  and  6  per 
cent.  The  obiect  of  stating  "  Parry's  test"  is  to  ensure  a 
certain  method  of  testing  being  employed.  The  citral-content 
varies  according  to  the  test,  but  Mr.  Parry  contends  that  his 
process  shows  the  true  content.  (2)  The  fruit  syrups  are  clari- 
fied by  heating  to  boiling  during  the  process  of  manufacture 
and  removing  the  scum.  The  fruit-juice  should  be  clear  to 
begin  with. 

Molet  (Barcelona)  (19/2). — (1)  The  white  powder  on  nut- 
megs is  lime,  which  is  used  with  the  idea  of  preserving  the 
nutmegs  from  attacks  of  insects.  The  method  was  described 
in  the  C.  &  D..  May  23,  p.  816.  (2)  Turpentine  is  coloured 
brown  by  macerating  therein  powdered  annatto  ;  a  red  colour 
is  given  with  alkanet-root.  (3)  The  manufacture  of  sodium 
sesquicarbonate  is  described  in  Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of 
Applied  Chemistry  "  and  Lunge's  "  Manufacture  of  Sulphuric 
Acid  with  the  Collateral  Branches."  (4)  We  are  not  ac- 
quainted with  the  stain-removing  pastes  to  which  you  refer. 

Amicus  (142/5). — Horse-bot  Mixture.  —  This  contains 
carbon  bisulphide,  which  is  much  used  at  the  present  time 
as  a  bot-cure.  The  dose  of  carbon  bisulphide  is  75  grains, 
generallv  given  in  a  gelatin  capsule,  but  in  the  mixture  you 
send  it  is  merely  shaken  up  with  water. 

A.  G.  F.  (128/54)  inquires  about  a  colour-feed  for  Belgian 
hares.  Can  anv  reader  supply  the  name  of  the  vegetable 
substance  that  is  employed  for  this  purpose  ? 

Lao  (Bruxelles)  (123/9).— Increasing  Flow  of  Milk  tn  Nurs- 
ing Mothefs. — Powdered  extract  of  cottonseed  is  sold  under 
the  name  of  "  lactatrol  "  for  this  purpose.  A  teaspoonful  of 
the  powder  is  administered  four  or  five  times  daily.  We 
believe  the  meal  made  from  the  cake  obtained  after  pressing 
out  the  oil  is  what  is  used  for  making  the  extract.  Other 
galactagogues  are  Galena  officinalis  (goat's  rue),  of  which  an 
extract  is  made  and  rriven  in  doses  of  5  to  10  grains,  malt 
extract,  and  thyroid  gland. 

C.  R.  P.  (135/24). — You  give  us  no  particulars  about  the 
poultry  powder — uses,  dose,  and  origin. 

L.  D.  S.  (129/49). — Fomentation  Powder  used  in  brewing 
beer. — This  consists  of  powdered  malt  with  cream  of  tartar. 
You  should  have  told  us  how  it  is  employed. 

H.  E.  H.  (142/65). — Scarlet-cloth  Reviver  and  Cleaner. — 
If  you  add  some  alizarine-red  to  the  renovator  formula  given 
in  the  C.  <£•  ~D.,  November  9,  1907,  p.  738,  you  will  obtain  a 
liquid  like  the  sample  you  send. 

E.  A.  C.  (118/29).— (1)  The  substance  you  send,  used  for 
zinc-etching,  is  a  zinc  salt,  but  we  think  it  is  only  one  of  the 
ingredients  of  the  etching-bath.  Iron  perchloride  is  used  in 
the  "  cold "  enamel  process,  but  is  often  mixed  with  zinc 
chloride.  (2)  The  usual  Resist  Varnishes  are  shellac  in  spirit 
and  asphaltum  in  turpentine.  Brunswick  black  answers  well, 
and  would  not  dry  too  quickly,  which  is,  we  gather,  the  pro- 
perty you  require. 


E.  <£•  /.  (116/74).— (1)  It  would  be  better  to  put  the  mince- 
meat in  earthenware  jars  before  storing  in  the  refrigerator. 
This  would  do  away  with  the  possibility  of  metallic  con- 
tamination. (2)  The  dusting-powder  seems  to  be  nothing  but 
borax,  but  we  do  not  understand  the  customer's  suggestion 
that  it  causes  smarting  when  applied  to  the  skin. 

Southern  Cross  (122/36). — Worm-remedy. — We  think  this  is 
kamala,  but  the  dose  you  mention  is  somewhat  small.  For 
horses  1  to  2  oz.  and  for  dogs  1  to  2  dr.  are  generally 
given  for  a  single  dose. 

Nippon  g  (149/4). — Bust-developer. — The  paste  sold  for 
this  purpose  is  generally  a  glyco-tragacanth  preparation. 
Formulae  are  given  in  the  C.  <&  D.,  June  13,  p.  918,  or  in 
"Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  (new  edition,  p.  66). 

G.  C.  (Geneva)  (144/60).— After-shave  Lotion — The 
following  lotion  is  found  to  allay  the  irritation  of  the  skin 
caused  by  shaving ;  the  alcohol  has  also  a  hardening  effect, 
which  should  tend  to  make  the  skin  less  sensitive  to  the  razor  : 

Menthol   gr.  v. 

Bay  rum  Si- 
Rectified  spirit       ...       ...       ...  5ss. 

Glycerin   .^ij. 

Water  to    5vj. 

Mix  and  apply  liberally  to  the  face  after  shaving. 
E.  A.  C.  (39/2).— Roup-mixture  for  Fowls. — We  have 
known  good  results  from  the  administration  of  mistura 
creosoti  B.P.,  but  veterinarians  seem  to  stick  to  the  formula  of 
the  B.P.  1885,  containing  acetic  acid.  The  daily  dose  of  the 
mixture  for  each  fowl  is  about  a  teaspoonful.  'ihe  action  of 
the  creosote  is  antiseptic,  and  is  often  supplemented  by_  the 
carbolic-acid  inhalations  (see  "Veterinary  Counter-practice," 
p.  309). 

T.  J.  T.  (138/15).— The  powder  used  for  cleaning  out  the 
pipes  of  beer-engines  is  caustic  soda. 

H.  X.  (131/9). — Liquid  Tooth-paste.— As  far  as  we  can  see. 
this  is  a  paste  which  has  been  reduced  in  consistency  by  a 
mixture  of  glycerin  and  water. 

Chcmicus  (27/30). — The  foot-rot  ointment  would  be  im- 
proved by  omitting  the  sulphuric  acid  and  silver  nitrate the 
former  causes  trouble  by  combining  with  the  other  ingredients, 
and  the  silver  nitrate  is  present  in  such  a  small  proportion  as 
to  be  useless.  With  these  two  ingredients  left  out  the  oint- 
ment should  be  of  proper  consistence  and  also  effective. 

X.  Y.  Z.  (138/37). — The  coat  that  has  been  dipped  in  linseed 
oil  will  dry  in  time.  The  drying  should  not  be  hurried,  as  the 
fabric  may  catch  fire.  Boiled  oil  would  have  dried  quicker, 
the  drying  being  promoted  by  the  use  of  siccatives  in  the 
preparation  of  the  oil. 

C02  (127/68).— Flocculent  Deposit  in  Soda-water. — This  is 
probably  due  to  the  water,  which  may  be  imperfectly  filtered 
or  incompletely  softened.  Will  you  give  us  some  particulars 
regarding  the  water-supply  ? 

H.JF.  C.  (13/29). — Hydrochloric  acid  may  remove  the  red- 
keel  marks  from  the  pine-wood,  but  would  no  doubt  be  an 
objectionable  agent  to  introduce  to  the  wood.  The  simplest 
method  of  obliterating  the  marks  is  by  means  of  a  carpenter's 
plane. 

O.  B.  (126/69). — Blackening  Brass. — The  following  method 
is  effective : 

A.  Silver  nitrate    "...    40  grain? 

Water    2  drachms 

B.  Copper  nitrate   40  grains 

Water    2  drachms 

Dissolve  separately  and  mix. 
Dip  the  clean  brass  in  the  mixture  and  allow  to  dry  ;  then 
heat  strongly  on  a  sand-bath  or  over  a  Bunsen  burner. 
Repeat  if  necessary. 

G.  M.  (100/30).— The  compound  formed  when  the  acid  phos- 
phates in  "  superphosphates"  become  insoluble  has  not  been 
definitely  identified. 

Chemist  (53/15)-— Skin-cream.— Refer  to  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  November  21,  p.  808.  Other  recipes  were  given  in 
the  C.  &  D.,  April  18,  p.  612  ;  June  29,  1907,  p.  980  ;  and  Octo- 
ber 21,  1905,  p.  661.  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  is  a  mine 
for  toilet-articles  which  you  should  prospect. 

Nemo  (136/5).— Drink-cure.— The  powders  you  send  consist 
of  a  mixture  of  potassium  bromide  and  tartarated  soda  in  one 
packet,  while  the  other  consists  of  the  latter  ingredient  only. 
The  powders  are  useless  as  appetisers,  and  if  that  is  what  your 
customer  has  in  view,  you  might  suggest  the  canella  and  ginger 
powders.  A  formula  for  these  is  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  "  (new  edition,  p.  585).

Dr.  Takamine,  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  went  on  a 
tour  to  South  China  on  October  15. 

Mr.  C.  W.  White,  F.R.G.S.,  the  genial  drug-trade  repre- 
sentative, was  met  on  the  quay  by  quite  a  crowd  of  friends 
on  his  arrival  in  Bombay  on  December  4. 

German  Apprentices  in  Pharmacy.' — The  Pharmacy 
Chamber  for  Berlin  and  Brandenburg  want  a  higher  Pre- 
liminary examination  (the  "  Prima  ")  for  apothekers' 
apprentices  than  that  at  present  in  force. 

Proprietaries  in  Germany. —  .\pothekers  were  not  asked 
to  atte  '.d  the  recent  sitting  of  the  committee  on  the  Bill 
to  regulate  the  trade  in  secret  remedies.  It  seems  that  the 
Government  thought  this  unnecessary,  as  they  had  obtained 
the  opinions  of  pharmacy  chambers. 

Straits  Settlements  Opium  Commission. — The  delay  in 
presenting  to  Parliament  the  report  of  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments Opium  Commission  is  due  entirely,  Reuter's  Agency 
learns,  to  the  voluminous  character  of  the  report.  This  has 
been  printed  in  Singapore,  and  is  contained  in  three  bulky 
volumes,  and  favours  restrictive  measures. 

Ferdinand  C.  Bellemore,  manager  of  a  drug-store  in 
Windsor,  Ont.,  sued  Miss  Whitley  for  the  recovery 
of  a  diamond  ring  which  he  bestowed  upon  her  as  a 
sign  of  their  betrothal  at  Christmas  1903.  A  judge  in 
the  Divisional  Court  has  found  in  his  favour,  a  precedent 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  being  the  ground  for  this 
decision. 

Mr.  Thomas  II.  Potts,  of  Philadelphia,  who  has  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Thomas  V.  Wootcn  in  the  very  important 
position  of  Secretary  of  the  N.A.R*.D.,  assumed  his  duties 
at  the  Chicago  headquarters  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  has  since, 
together  with  Mrs.  Potts,  been  honoured  with  a  large  re- 
ception and  ball  given  by  the  druggists  of  the  city.  The 
affair  was  very  largely  attended  and  was  an  immense 
success. 

Trade-marks  in  China. — The  Newchang  correspondent 
of  the  "  Hankao  Mail  "  states  that  Sir  Claude  Macdonald's 
despatch  concerning  pirated  trade-marks,  etc.,  has  not  been 
well  received  by  those  interested.  The  correspondent  states 
that  he  has  been  favoured  with  a  private  view  of  several 
pirated  trade-marks,  and  found  that  the  most  brazen  were 
hats  for  native  use  marked  "Christy's.  London."  inside; 
soap  got  up  absolutely  with  Lever's  description  ("  Velvet" 
soap) ;  brown-boot  polish,  and  Roger  &  Gallet's  rouge, 
an  article  much  in  request  among  Chinese  and  Japanese 
ladies.  The  trouble  is  accentuated  and  aggravated  by  the 
fact  that  in  many  cases  there  is  no  actual  copy  made,  but 
the  colour,  design,  number  of  letters,  and  similarity  of 
printing  are  such  that  the  Chinese,  who  cannot  be  expected 
to  know  English,  are  easily  deceived  because  of  the  simi- 
larity and  exactness  of  the  get-up.  Unless  this  is  remedied 
and  the  strongest  possible  diplomatic  action  taken  not  only 
against  direct  infringement  but  colourable  imitations,  a 
very  serious  state  of  affairs  will  arise,  and  none  of  the  home 
manufacturers  ■will  be  safe  from  imitation. 

A  New  Italian  Pharmacy  Bill  has  been  laid  before 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  Up  to  now  any  Italian 
possessing  the  legal  qualifications  has  been  at  liberty  to 
open  a  pharmacy.  The  Bill  provides  that  a  new  business 
cannot  be  opened  without  the  consent  of  the  Prefect,  after 
due  consideration  of  the  local  requirements,  so  that  not 
fewer  than  5,000  inhabitants  shdl  fall  to  each  pharmacy. 
Concessions  are  to  be  open  to  competition,  and  every  com- 
petitor, besides  his  qualifications,  must  prove  that  he  has 
sufficient  means  to  carry  on  the  business.  A  concession 
fee  and  an  inspection  fee,  varying  according  to  the  popula- 
tion (81.  to  320Z.  and  4s.  to  21.  respectively)  are  proposed. 
Two  inspectors,  attached  to  the  General  Board  of  Public 
Health,  are  suggested.  The  recognition  of  pharmacies 
existing  on  December  1,  1908,  is  provided  for.  They  will 
have  to  pay  the  concession  tax.  Some  of  the  proposals 
are  meeting  with  considerable  opposition  from  a  large 
number  of  pharmaceutical  firms,  especially  the  clause 
which  provides  that  the  sale  of  all  medicinal  preparations 
put  up  ready  for  sale  or  in  divided  doses  ready  for  use 
should  be  restricted  solely  to  the  pharmacies.  At  a  meet- 
ing recently  held  in  Milan  it  was  decided  to  take  active 
steps  to  prtvent  the  passing  of  this  clause.

Cape  Colony. 

Medicine  Stamps. — Mr.  G.  Whitaker,  M.L.A.,  at  the 
request  of  the  Queenstown  chemists,  telegraphed  on  Novem- 
ber 12  to  the  Prime  Minister  inquiring  whether  the  placing 
of  stamps  on  patent  medicines  was  being  enforced.  A  reply- 
was  received  next  morning  as  follows  ■ 

Your  telegram  even  date.  Stamp  Act  patent  medicines 
still  in  operation  and  being  enforced.  With  regard  to  town 
you  mention,  Magistrate  has  been  instructed  to  proceed  for 
recovery  of  duty  in  all  cases  of  omission  to  place  stamps. 

Rhodesia. 

Gatooma  (a  prosperous  little  mining  town  up  country) 
will  soon  be  able  to  boast  of  having  two  chemists'  stores, 
as  Messrs.  Wragg  &  Co.  and  Messrs.  Smart- Wilkin  &  Co. 
are  each  opening  a  store  in  December. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Rhodesia. — The  annual 
meeting  was  held  in  Bulawayo  on  November  24.  The 
Treasurer  presented  a  statement  of  accounts  for  the  past 
year,  which  showed  that  the  Society  is  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition.  Mr.  W.  Dawn  Copley  (of  Messrs.  Smart  & 
Copley)  was  unanimously  elected  President  for  the  coming 
year.  Mr.  Alec  Nicol  (Messrs.  Strachan.  &  Co.,  Umtali) 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Society.  The  meeting  closed 
with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  those  who  held  office  last  year. 

Transvaal. 

Heavy  Opium-fine. — At  Johannesburg  on  November  23r 
Lazar  Gerschuny  and  George  Drusinsky  were  each  fined 
50/.,  with  the  option  of  three  months'  imprisonment  with 
hard  labour,  for  selling  opium  to  a  Chinaman. 

Chemists'  Hours. — There  is  some  complaint  in  Pretoria, 
consequent  on  the  Shop-hours-  Act,  about  chemists'  shops 
being  closed  for  many  consecutive  hours  on  Sundays,  and 
a  writer  in  a  local  paper  comments  sarcastically  on  the  fact 
that  Belgian  pharmacists  have  succeeded  in  doing  Sunday 
duty  by  turn.  His  sarcasm  lies  in  the^  remark  "Belgians 
thought  all  this  out  without  sturdy  British  assistance. 
What  is  the  world  getting  to  ?  " 

Russian  View  of  Transvaal  Pharmacy. — Mr.  Ivan 
Sachs,  a  Russian  pharmacist  (diploma  of  the  Imperial 
University  of  St.  Vladimir),  who  has  been  in  business  in 
Pretoria  eight  years,  writing  on  November  7  to  the  Russian 
"  Pharmatz  Journal,"  says  that  Transvaal  pharmacy  would 
astonish  the  Russians  with  its  mixed  inventory.  It  is 
usually  a  shop  filled  with  all  sorts  of  well-advertised 
rubbish,  brushes,  scissors,  soaps,  and  other  analogous  goods 
that  would  appear  strange  in  a  Russian  pharmacy.  He 
continues  : 

Pharmacies  here  are  not  inspected,  and  I  am  not  quite 
sure  that  there  is  any  need  for  inspection,  since  there  is  no 
laboratory  here.    All  preparations  such  as  tinctures,  ex- 
tracts, decoctions,  etc.,  are  procured  from  the  galenical- 
factories  ready  made,  and  many  of  these,  such  as  digitalis, 
made  some  years  back,  have  now  no  physiological  value. 
I  do  not  blame  my  English  colleagues.  _  They  are  all  worthy 
men  who  are  struggling  for  their  living.    The  fault  is  in 
the  system  of  the  "free  pharmacy,  which  exposes  the  in- 
stitution of  pharmacy  to  the  attentions  of  the  speculative 
spirit.    The  education  of  the  English  pharmaceutical  staff, 
though  inferior  to  that  required  in  Russia,  is  still  sufficient 
for  conducting  a  pharmacy.    The  fault  is  in  the  fact  that 
the  English  pharmacist,  having  received  his  diploma,  throws 
science  to  the  winds  and  becomes  a  simple  merchant ;  while 
the  Russian,  having  a  laboratory,  develops  his  knowledge  in 
all  branches  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy. 
Mr.  Sachs  adds  that  he  is  anxious  the  pharmaceutical  Press 
in  Russia  should  reprint  his  letter,  which  is  written  in  the 
hope  of  preventing  the  introduction  of  the  free  pharmacy 
system  into  Russia  by  holding  up  the  English  Colonial 
pharmacist  as  a  fearful  example.    We  may  recall  that  Mr. 
Sachs  in  1905  expressed  similar  views  to  these  in  regard  to 
South  African  pharmacy  (C.  &  D.,  July  8,  1905,  p.  73). 

Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board.— The  Board  met  at 
Johannesburg  on  Friday,  November  20,  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  M.L.A.  Messrs.  J.  H.  Dm- 
woodie,  R,  Butters,  J.  R.  Jones,  C.  Keir,  and  the  Secretary 
(Mr.  W.  A.  J.  Cameron)  were  also  present.  The  question 
of  the  sale  of  poisons  by  general  dealers  was  discussed.
